The Metropolitan Water board reports 
that Quincy used 3,207,200 gallons of 
water in May, against 3,013,800 in May 
1905, This they estimate at 114 per 
capita, an increase from 109 per capita 
in 1905; this however is on a basis of a 
population of 28,133 and the censrs of 
1905 gave us 28,076, 

The commission find the amount used 
per capita in the district in May was 
128 gallons, so that Quincy was 14 gal- 
lons per capita below the average. 
Boston used 149 gallons, but all the 
other cities used less than Quincy. 

There seems to have been no cause 
for the anxiety over the supply giving 
out, which frightened Quincy into an 
appropriation of $10,090 for meters, for 
the Boston Transcript says:

Battleship Contract. 


A Washington dispatch to a Boston 
paper says turbines will not be installed 
in the new battleships South Carolina 
and Michigan, if the recommendation 
of the board of construction of the navy 
department is approved by Secretary 
Bonaparte. 

Bids for these two new battleships, 
which were authorized by congress last 
year, were opened at the navy depart 


ment last week and referred to the 
board on construction for recommend 
ation, 

At first there was a deadlock in the 
board upon the question of turbines, 


several of the members were in favor 


of awarding the contract for one ship 
to William Cramp & Sons of lhiladel- 
phia, bid of $3,540,000 as the 


lowest bid submitted fora ship with 


whose 


reciprocating engines, and of accepting 
the bid for the Fore River Shipbuilding 
Co. for the other ship whose bid of 
$5,689,000 was the lowest submitted 
for a ship to be fitted with turbines, 
Upon further consideration the board 
came to a unanimous agreement to the 
effect that the new battleships should 
not be equipped with turbines for the 
reason that turbine machinery was still 
in the experimental stage, the board 
calls attention to the fact that as two of 
are to 


the scout cruisers now buildiog 


be fitted with turbine machinery, one 
having the Parsons and the other Cur 
tis engines, while the third scout is to 
have reciprocating engines, it would be 
better to await the result of the trials 
of these three sister ships 
tracting for other ships with turbine 
engines. 

The board has therefore recommend- 
ed that the contract for one ship 
awarded to the Cramps, and the other 
to the New York Shipbuilding Co. of 
Camden, N. J., whose bid of $3,385,000 
was the second lowest for a ship fitted 
with reciprocating engines. The 
Cramps promise to complete their ves- 
sel in 41 months and the New York Co. 
in 40 months. 

It is fully expected that the Fore 
River Co., of Former Chief 
Constructor Francis T. Bowles is presi 
dent, and the Newport News Shipbuild 
ing Co., will make a strong etfort to 
refute the arguments of the board in 
support of its recommendations, 

Both of these companies have made a 
thorough study of turbines and their 
bids for the two new battleships showed 
their conviction that the warships of 
the fature would be propelled by tur- 
bine engines. 

A later Washington dispatch says 
Secretary Bonaparte has requested the 
Fore River Ship Buildiog Company of 
Quincy, Mass., and other companies 
interested in the construction of turbine 
warships to submit to him further 
arguments in favor of that type before 
July 11, when he will decide upon the 
recommendation of the navy board of 
construction that Michigan and 
South Carolina be built with the usual 
engines.

The 
year a sewer is constructed in a street 
there is an assessment upon the land, 
and the added expense of making con- 
nection is almost too much, especially 
upon old estates which net but a small 
income. 

Many estates now have but one water 
faucet, at an expense of $6 per year, 
but when connected with the sewer 
their water bills will jump to $11, $15 
or $18, and extra if a sill cock is added. 
Yet mapy wonder why rents advance, 
and there is so little building.

LETTER NO. 1. 


The twenty-lirst annual convention 
of the National Editorial Association 
met at Indianapolis, Indiana, June 12, 
13, 14 and 15. The delegates of the 
Massachusetts Press Association and 
the N. E. Suburban Association left on 
the 10th; the Suburban by way of

Boston and Maine, and West Shore rail- 
road to Buffalo. There were nine in|

T. P. Wilson of Winchester; Mr. and 
Mrs. Thomas Leavitt of Dorchester; | 
Capt. ©. C. Doten of Plymouth, and 
daughter, Mrs. Dickerson of Wollaston; 
Harris M. Dolbeare of Wakefield; W. 
J. Heffernan of Spencer, and George 
W. Prescott of Quincy. 

They arrived at Buffalo on Monday 
morning after a very delightful ride 
across this State, by the Fitchburg 
route. There are very few states in the 
Union where there is more to be seen 
or enjoyed than over this route to the 
Hoosac Tunnel. The road*is' in excel- 
lent condition, and the numerous cities, 
towns and villages and billtops, inter- 
spersed with beautiful green hills and 
valleys at this season of the year, at- 
tracts one’s attention at every tura in 
the road. 

We crossed New York state by night 
on the West Sbore road, and saw little 
of this large state, for soon after taking 
our berth we were asleep, and the easy 
and quiet manner in which our pull- 
man was rup, gave us a good night’s 
rest. 

Arriving at Buffalo, N. Y., a beauti- 
ful city of 400,000 population, about 


7 o'clock, we went to a favorite resort 


on Main street and had a fine breakfast. | 
To settle a hearty meal the party 
walked a mile or more along this beau- 
tiful thoroughfare, viewing the fash- 
ions, stores, etc. 

Having a day to spare we decided to 
take the electric cars for Niagara Falls, 
22 miles away, but as the street cars 
there are run very fast, we found our- 
selves in that attractive city after an 
bour and twenty minutes’ ride. The 
power is furnished by electricity gen- 
erated at Niagara Falls, and the cars 
leave each city every fifteen minutes; 
fare 50 cents, for the round trip. 

Niagara Falls is one of the wonders 
of the world, and it is usually one of the 
first places visited by tourists who are 
desirous of seeing this greatest of 
nature’s marvels. It used to be a very 
expensive trip, for every turn you took, 
a big fee was asked, and an advantage 
was taken wherever there was a chance, 
But a great change has taken place in 
recent years, and now anyone that has 
time can visit the Falls and see them in 
all their grandeur, at very little ex- 
pense, as the State of New York on one 
side, andthe Province of Ontario on 
the other have reserved for public pur- 
poses the best situations adjacent to 
the Falls; such as Prospect Point, Greeu 
Island, Goat Island, Luna Island, Cave 
of Winds, Horseshoe Falls, Three Sis- 
ter islands, etc., which are free to the 
public, 

If one has two or three hours time 
anda dollar to spare, it cannot be 
spent more delighfully thana trip over 
the Niagara Belt Line. 


As light is required to bring out the 
colors of the rainbow so a trip around 
the belt line is necessary to bring out 
the true beauties and grandeur of the 
American and Horseshoe Falls, the 
great Whirlpool, the wonderful Gorge, 
and the magnificent scenery that has 
made Niagara world-famous. 

Boarding one of these large observy.- 
tion cars, we were carried to the 
American approach of the great steel 
arch bridge spanning the Niagara River 
a few hundred feet below the Falls and 
over this remarkable structure to 
Canada. As the car slowly moves over 
the bridge, one of the grandest and 
most perfect views of the Falls was 
gradually unfolded to our view, and in 
its course for nearly one mile up the 
river on the Canadian side this magnifi- 
cent view of the American and Horse- 
shoe Falls was ever present to the eye, 
always from a new point of vantage 
until the car reaches ‘Table Kock, 
almost at the brink of the Horseshoe 
Fall. Here if one so desires, he can 
stop and continue his journey on some 
later car, and our party improved the 
opportunity, as the view was magnifi- 
cent. 

In the river below the falls the litle 
steamer *‘Maid of the Mist’’ was seen 
plying back and forth on its trip to 
and from the Horseshoe Fall. At Table 
Rock the car describes a loop and re- 
turned down the Canadian side of the 
river toward Queenston, skirting the 
brink of the cliff for a distance of nine 
miles, always within plain view of the 
river and Gorge. On approaching the 
great railway bridges, about two miles 
distant from the Falls, the placid waters 
of the lower river once more become 
turbulent until the wonderful Whirl- 
pool Rapids was reached. Continuing 
along the high bank a splendid view of 
the great Whirlpool was obtained, and 
the course of the river at this point 
taking an abrupt turn, the Gorge and 
the river on its way to Lake Ontario 
was seen for several miles. Qontinuing 
on and approaching Queenston Heights 
aturn in the route suddenly revealed 
the magnificent panorama of the lower 
Niagara River and the surrounding 
country for miles to Lake Ontario. 

A gradual and easy descent from the 
Ueights brought our car to the ap- 
proach of the Lewiston Suspension, 
Bridge. Here is the village of Queens- 
ton, with Lewiston across the river, 
these being the head of navigation of 
the lower Niagara River and the ports 
of call for steamers of the Niagara River 
line to Toronto. Crossing the Suspen- 
sion Bridge our car proceeded to the 
town of Lewiston, where the return 
trip to Niagara Falls was commenced, 
over the Great Gorge route, ruoning 
close to the water’s edge nearly all the 
way. This ride up the Gorge is so 
wonderful in its scenic features as to 
defy description, the car passing on 
amid scenes of imposing grandeur by a 
winding course following the contour 
of the river bank. 

On the way up the Gorge a closer 
view of the great Whirlpool was had 
frum the car, and at a turn in the river 
the Whirlpool Rapids suddenly loomed 
into view, churning, foaming, and toss- 
ing, and forming a scene that holds the 
tourist spell bound with amazement, 
admiration, and awe. The Whirlpool 
Rapids is one of the must striking 
spectacles of the visit to Niagara. After 
leaving the Rapids and passing the 
great railway bridges the car begins an 
easy ascent along the river bank, and 
here the river and all its beauties sink 
into restful dimness. Nearing the top 
amass of natural stone formation was 
passed and once more we were within 
the city of Niagara Falls. 

We took our last view of the Falls and 
soon boarded the car on our return to 
Buffalo, where we arrived in due 
season, and took a pullman for Indian- 
apolis, arriving in the later city about 
nine the next morning after a good

Boston, July 3, 1906. 

Our departed legislature went home 
leaving banging in mid air one of the 
most vital questions for the state which 
has come up for years. Though Gov. 
Guild might have sent in his special 
message on the evils of a mouvopoly of 
steam and electric transportation months 
earlier, if he had seen fit, yet the fact 
that he did not till just at the end of 
the session, when attention could be 
concentrated upon that one matter, 
dees not make it any less true that it is 
a vital concern. Alarm was felt lest the 
steam roads absorb the electric lines, 
as the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford had done to the extent of one 
fourth of their mileage in the state. 
But, after a week of affort, continued 
even to the appointing of two confer- 
ence committees between Senate and 
House in vain, the effort was finally 
Nothing has 
been accomplished but to advertise the 
matter to the people, as far as legal 
Status is concerned. Next session, 
doubtless, the same issue will be at the 
front again. 

Now, considering the popular out- 
burst, a3 seemingly reflected in the 
governor’s message ard the vote of the 
House by 152 to 41 to refer to the pext 
legislature the merger Dill which 
pissed the Senate, it is singular that 
the railroad commissioners have looked 
upon the merger process favorably. In 
their annual report for 1005 they call 
attention to the matter, show how: it 
may be for the better development of 
the business of the state, and say that 
it need not involve the evils which have 
been attributed to it.

Rev. Victor Witting. 


Rev. Victor Witting, tbe founder of 
the Swedish Methodist church in 
America, passed away Monday at his 
home on Glendale road Quincy, aged S2 
years, 

Rey. Mr. Witting has been in poor 
health for some time and his death was 
due to old age and « complication of 
diseases. 

The celebration of his 80th birthday 
in March last year was a notable occa- 
sion, when he was given a reception at 
Faxon hall by the people of St. Paul's 
Swedish Methodist church, The ad- 
dress then was by Rev. S. L. Carlender, 
D. Dz. 

Rev. Mr. Witting was born in Malmo, 
Sweden, March 7, 1825. He received 
his early education in the schools of his 
native town and at the Malmo Latin 
school from which be was graduated in 
1842. Leaving school he obtained em- 
ployment in a drug store. Later 
shipped as a seaman on a vessel sailing 
to foreign ports. 

In 1847 he came to America landing 
in New York. From that city he went 
to Chicago, where he was employed as a 
druggist. 

From Chicago he went in 1848 to 
Bishops Hill, Ill., one of the first 
Swedish settlements in that state. Dur- 
ing the following two years he was em- 
ployed days in the druggist basiness 
and devoted his nights to fittiog him- 
self for the ministry. 

In 1850 he went to California and 
spent two years in the gold fields. He 
then went to Victoria, Lll., where be 
formed the Peoria, now central Illinois 
conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
church. 

He then went to Victoria, Ill., and 
organized the first church of that de- 
nomination in this country. He labored 
there until 1855 when he went to Pe- 
oria, Ill., and organized a church there, 
remaining three years. From then un- 
til 1867 he filled pasturates at Andover 
and Rockford, Ill., organizing churches 
at each place. 

In 1867 he visited Sweden, as Super- 
intendent of Missions in that country. 
Soon after arriving he organized the 
first M. E. church in that country. He 
remained in Sweden eight years and 
organized seventy churches. 

He returned to America in 1876, and 
became pastor of a Chicago church, 
where he remained until 1880. The 
next two years he spent in Texas 
organizing new churches, 

In 1882 he started the first Swedish 
religious paper in this country, known 
as Sandebeedent, of which he was editor 
until I8s9. That year he became pas- 
tor of a church in Quissigamand, Mass., 
and in 1894 he came to Quincy as pas- 
tor of St. Pauls church. 

In 1897 he again visited his native 
country where he remtined two years, 
lecturing. He returned to Quincy in 
is) where he has since resided. 

He suffered a paralytic shock in 1100 
and was confined to his home for two 
years. During this time be wrote a 
book giving a history of his life and 
the results he had accomplished, Dur- 
ing his mivistry he was instrumental 
in organizing nearly 300 churches, 

He was married S pt. 12, 184%, and 
observed his golden wedding in 18%), 
Nine children have been born, five sons

The body of Rev. Victor Witting, 
the veteran Methodist pastor, was taken 
to Worcester for interment.

A Washington dispatch says $20,000 
of the $80,000 appropriated fur a federal 
building at Quincy is now available, 
so that work may be begun immediate- 
ly.

The 
building should not be a square box set 
down on a lot flush with the sidewalk, 
but should bave good grass plots same 
as the City Hall at Cambridge, the 
Town Mall at Revere, and other attrac- 
tive buildings. 

The government building now in 
process of erection at Marblehead is 
very unattractive, being on too small a 
lot and looks crowded, as the perspec- 
tive is poor.

Assault Case on Trial. 


The case of Charles Theobold, janitor 
of the Sumner high school at IHolbreok, 
for assault with intent to murder Zenas 
A. French on June 16, was heard before 
Jadge Avery at Quincy Saturday. 

The witnesses sworn were Dr. Frank- 
lin H, Merriman, Dr. KR. B. Winslow, 
Zenas A. French, Mrs. French, Mr. J. 
W. Hayden, E, W. Austin and Chief of 
Police Crooker, 

Mr. French and the two physicans 


and Chief Crovker were the only wit- 


nesses heard, 

The physicians described in detail the 
wounds on Mr. French's head. They 
said there were eight in all upon the 
head and back of the neck, varying from 
one-fourth inch in length to three 
inches. Some of the wounds had pene- 
trated the outer wall of the skull. That 
copsiderable force must have been used 
to cause the wounds. 

The physicians thought Mr. French 
would have no relapse and that he would 
recover. 

Mr. French, the victim, said he had 
known Theobald for 50 years. Ile was 
the janitor of the Sumner High school. 
Witness was secretary of the School 
Committee.

Eight of the 19 cities and towns have 
a smaller assessment because this year 
the basis is largely upon consumption 
of water rather than on valuation of the 
These are Belmont, Hyde Park, 
Lexington, Milton, Stoneham, Water- 
town, Malden and Newton.

Hon. James Hewins of Medfield, who 
was serving his ninth year as a member 
of the board of Norfolk County Com- 
missioners, died suddenly at his sum- 
mer home at Nantucket on Tuesday.

A Strange Case. 


The most puzzled spectators in the 
Supreme Judicial Court Friday after- 
noon, says the Boston Journal, were 
Mrs. Caroline W. Estabrook and Mrs. 
Harriet W. Butters, sisters, both al- 
most 90 years old, who wonderingly 
watched two daughters of Mrs. Esta- 
brook struggle for possession of them-

The two old women had been brought 
into court on habeas corpus proceedings 
and complainingly they occupied places 
within the rail, pining for their com- 
fortable armcbairs in their Wollaston 
home, while Judge Loring listened to 
the testimony that will decide later 
whether or not they are to reside with 
the Wollaston daughter or change their 
abode to the home of another daughter 
in Boston. The court proceedings July 
Gth were the forerunner to the hear- 
ing on a petition to appoint Mrs, Lizzie 
C. Winslow guardian of the two old 
women, 

While the struggle for the right to 
give the two old women a home came 
out in its furious form on Friday, it 
has been going on more or less stormily 
for over a year, when Mrs. Lizzie C. 
Winslow of Boston sought to have her- 
self appointed guardian of her mother 
aud the latter’s sister, Mrs, Butters, 
Both were then living, as they were 
previous to the service of a habeas 
corpus writ issued by Judge Warren A. 
Reed of the Brockton Police Court yes- 
terday morning, with Mrs. Helen Fran- 
cis E. Cox of Wollaston. An attempt 
was then made to serve guardianship 
papers on Mrs.Cox, but she successfully 
evaded them and has ever since con- 
tinned to keep herself and her aged 
relatives out of the courts. 

On July 5th, though, Mrs. Winslow 
adopted other tactics, and she sent I’ri- 
vate Detective George N. Sanborn to 
Wollaston to reconnoiter. Sanborn re- 
connoitered all right and then he bada 
sprinting match, in which Mrs. Cox, 
armed with a broom, was second best 
allto the gate, and the way she be- 
labored the unfortunate private detec- 
tive with the broom is still a subject 
for comment in Wollaston, That drub- 
bing with the broom was evidently the 
drop that filled Mrs. Winslow's cup of 
woe to overflowing, as she appeared in 
Brockton Friday morning and at the 
Brockton police court alleged that her

Pineapple Marmalade. Pare and 
sbred the pineapple, place the pulp 
over the fire and cook twenty minutes. 
Then measure, allow to every two cups 
of the pulp a cup and a half of sugar, 


cook and stir five or ten minutes, then 
put into jars and seal. 
String Bean Compote. New string 


beans make a good compote to serve as 
a relish with meat where a sweet is de- 
manded. Green ones only are to be 
used, the cream or wax beans not being 
suitable. Boil till soft in slightly salt- 
ed water, then drain, add brown sugar, 
alittle race ginger and dilated maple 
syrup to the beans. Give them a ‘‘dust- 
ing’? of corn starch and let them 
simmer till almost jelly-like in con- 
sistency. Serve hot or cold. 


Rhubarb Ice Cream, Cut up enough 
rhubarb to make three pints, but do 
not peel. Put into a preserving kettle ; 
add a pinch of salt, and just enough 
cold water to cover, Stew until tender, 
add a pound of sugar, stir untill dis- 
solved and strain through a fine hair 
sieve. When nearly cold add one pint 
of cream and more sugar if needed and 
freeze.

Compressed Air Quarrying. 


The expansive force of compressed air 
is employed in a very interesting way 
by the North Carolina Granite Compa- 
ny. Oo a sloping hillside composed of 
granite, which shows no bed plaos, but 
splits readily in any direction when 
started, a 3-inch bore is sunk about 
eight feet deep, and the bottom is en- 
larged by exploding a half-stick of dy- 
namite. A small charge of powder is 
fired in this hole, which starts a 
zontal crack, or cleavage. Charges in- 
creasing in size are exploded until the 
cleavage has extended over a radius of 
75 or 100 feet.

—It will be remembered that the 
Massachusetts Legislature postponed 
legislation touching poultry in storage 
in order to wait on the investigation 
made by the bureau of chemistry of the 
national department of agriculture on 
the effect of cold storage on food prod- 


ucts. Dr. H. W. Wiley of the federal 
bureau has just put into cold storage 


150 chickens; half of the broilers were 
drawn and half undrawn. ‘They will 
be taken out from time to time within 
the next five or six months, cooked and 
tested. The department has completed 
a very interesting investigation of the 
effect of freezing upon fruit. It has 
been shown that cold storage continues 
to improve all kinds of fruit for the 
first four or five months, but when it 
reaches perfection the fruit deteriorates 
rapidly.

The following enditorial from the 


Brookline Ubronicle has the bearty en- 
dorsement of the Quincy Patriot,and we 
believe represents public opinion: 

The finances of the Metropolitan dis- 
trict are in such a hopeless tangle that 
no municipality can tell a year in ad- 
vance how much it will be called upon 
to pay as its share of the Metropolitan 
taxes. 

‘The Selectmen made in’ their report 
last year what had every appearance of 
being an authoritative estimate of the 
amount of the Metropolitan Park tax 
this year. As it was, they doubtless 
came as near to a correct guess a3 any 
one could have. Their estimate was 
about $5000 short of the mark. 

It ought to be possible to predict cor- 
rectly within $1000 the amount of such 
a tax, and it would be if the allotment 
of these metropolitan park, water and 
sewer taxes was not attended with so 
needless an amount of complexity. 

The confusion, instead of becoming 
less every year, is gradually growing 
And the reason is becatise so 


more, 
many academic discriminations and 
sublities have been infused into the 


State’s treatment of the Metropolitan 
finances, owing toa false idea of fair- 
ness and justice which leads not one 
of the municipalities to feel that it is 
safe from being imposed upon to grat- 
ify whims similar to those embodied in 
the apportionment of 1100. 

The park apportionment of 1905 was 
much simpler, but we need to get 
nearer still to simplicity by the pas- 
sage of permanent legislation which 
will establish a system the working of 
which every one will be able to under- 
stand in all its details. 

The betterment idea is at the root of 
the whole evil. ‘The notice that im- 
provements should be paid for by the 
towns and cities which benefit directly 
is on its surface very simple, as well as 
very just, buta little experience bas 
shown that in actual practice this prin- 
ciple of assessment is neither simple nor 
just, except under extraordinary condi- 
tions, 

If the improvements are not for the 
benefit of the whole Metropolitan dis- 
trict, they should not be paid for out 
of the Metropolitan taxes as is the cus- 
tom, but should be a matter for adjust- 
ment between the municipalities in- 
volved, and no other municipality 
should be bothered by having a minute 
share of the expense foisted into its 
contribution to the district. 

The fact that the cost of improve- 
ments directly benefiting certain towns 
and cities is levied in part, at least up 
on tbe district at large, except in rare 
cases, shows that such improvements 
are regarded, properly, as metropolitan 
improvements for which the whole pub- 
lic is indebted. 

Take the case of the Wellington 
bridge. Half the cost is placed on Som- 
erville and Medford, because they bene- 
fit directly, Itisa principal with which 
we are al! familiar--of which the sewer 
assessment is a well known example. 
But its application may result in absur- 
dities. Somerville may be supposed to 
benefit more from the construction of 
such a bridge than Boston. If so, then 
the side of Somerville toward the bridge 
receives more benefit than that most 
remote; then again, a special class of 
citizens living on the side toward the 
bridge uses it, and they alone should be 
taxed; to follow ont the principle fur- 
ther would be simply to attain to the 
absurdity of taxing a small group of 
individuals, merchants or manufacturers 
operating many vehicles, for nearly the 
whole cost of a bridge, and such a 
method of taxation would be not only 
absurd, but would bea departure from 
that cquitable distribution of taxes 
which economists describe as that to- 
ward which modern communities bave 
been tending ever since the abolition of 
bridge tolls and similar obsolete eccen- 
tricities of taxation. 

Ifall these improvements which are 
looked upon as affecting, even infinites- 
imally, the metropolitan district, were 
simply grouped together and their cost 
settled upon the district as a whole, 
the result would be vastly more equit- 
able, and each municipality could figure 
out its share of the metropolitan debt 
on the basis of its own valuation, with- 
out having to contend with visionary, 
hairsplitting factors. If there are any 
improvements which benefit only two 
or three municipalities, then such im- 
provements should be paid for wholly 
by such municipalities and sbould not 
be the business of the district. The 
confusion that results from mixing up 
the betterment assessment method with 
the even distribution method of taxa- 
tion should be entirely eliminated—one 
method should be applied ata time, 
uot both at once. 


Those who have upheld the new basis 
of Metropolitan assessments, whereby 
the wealthy towns are favored at the 
expense of Quincy and other cities, may 
feel satisfied with results like this, as 
reported by a Boston paper: 

‘*Ata joint session of the Brookline 
board of assessors and the selectmen 
Monday the rate of taxation and the val- 
uation of Brookline property was dis- 
cussed, The indications point to the 
largest decrease in the tax rate in 15 
years, the rate on each $1000 worth of 
property for the coming year to be 
aboot $1.25. An increase will be re- 
ported in the total valuation of more 
than $1,500,000, the total approximated 
at $93,000, 000."" 

Under the new basis of apportionment 
Brookline had its water assessment 
materially reduced by placing the bur- 
den on consumption of water rather 
than valuation of town; it also had its 
park and boulevard assessment reduced, 
etc., etc. Meanwhile Quincy pays more 
both for water and parks. 


No 90 degree temperature yet in 
Quincy this season.

National Eight-Hour Law. 


The enforcement of the National 
eight-hour law may strike a severe 
blow t® the shipbuilding industry of 
Quincy and government work by private 
contractors, as will be seen by Washing- 
ton dispatches below. 

The Transcript says: In view of the 
importance to Jabor circles of the Presi- 
dent’s recent action relative to the en- 
forcement of the eight-hour law in 
Government work, it may bea matter 
of interest to note the method of appli- 
cation that has been given to the Presi- 
dent’s instruction by the legislative 
officers of the Government. The first of 
these orders was issued last Tuesday 
by Truman H. Newberry, acting secre- 
tary of the Navy and reads as follows: 

To the chiefs of all bureaus, the com- 
mandant of the Marine Corps and the 
superintendent of the Naval Academy: 

It has been customary for the Naval 
inspectors of work dove under public 
contracts, acting in accordance with the 
department's instructions or approval, 
to ignore altogether the question 
whether Goveroment contractors were 
obeying the law with reference to the 
eight-hour a day provision, it being 
the department's attitude that it was 
the duty of contractors with the 
Government to obey the law and not 
the peculiar responsibility of the de- 
partment to see that they did so, 

The attorney general rendered an 
opinion to the Secretary of War on this 
general subject in which a similar view 
was held, but without regard to pre- 
vious holdings as to where technical 
responsibility for the violation of the 
law falls, it is the opinion of the Presi- 
dent in which the department concurs, 
that it is the duty of the officers of the 
Government, with respect to public con- 
tracts that are performed under the 
supervision and the performance for 
which they are responsible, to use the 
powers they have to prevent violations 
of the law and especially to Federal law, 
by the contractors in the work that 
comes under their supervision. 

The chiefs of bureaus, the command- 
ant of the Marine Corps, and the sup- 
erintendent of the Nava] Academy, are 
therefore, directed to require their in- 
spectors to report the cases in which 
laborers and mechanics upon avy Gov 
ernment work within the purview of 
the act of Aug. 1, 1892, have beeu with- 
in the last two years, required to work 
more than eigth hours a day, and if so, 
under what emergency, if ans, this 
work was performed. 

It is of course unnecessary to say 
that a personal opinion as to the wis- 
dom ot this law can have no bearing at 
all upon the question of its enforce- 
ment, or of the duties of those who 
come in contact with its violation, be- 
ing officers of the Government, to make 
full report of such violation to their 
superiors for such action as may be 
deemed’ wise. The chiefs of the bureaus 
will report to the department the re- 
sultof their investigations, from time 
to time, as they are returned. 

In all specifications hereafter for work 
within the purview of tbat act the 
especial attention of the contractors 
must be called to the eight-hour act, in 
order that they may be advised that 
should they fail to comply they will be 
reported by the officers of this depart- 
ment for such action as the department 
of justice may deem proper to take. 

The Herald in a dispatch of Tnesday 
says: Acting Secretary Newberry of the 
navy department today asked for an 
opinion from the department of jus- 
tice relative to the application of the 
eight-hour law to men employed on 
the construction of warships for the 
navy in private shipyards. 

The penalty for violation 
eight-hour law is $1000 fine, 
months’ imprisonment, or both.

| 
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Fifty Years a Minister. 


“‘Fifty years in the ministry’ was 
the subject on Sunday by Rev. Louis 
P, Atwood of Weymouth, who preached 
his anniversary sermon iu his son’s pul- 
pit at the Quincy Point chureb. Dur- 
ing the 55 years he said he had prepared 
7000 sermons, married 125 couples, 
officiated at 500 funerals, delivered 100 
lectures and received 250 persons into 
the churches of which he has been 
pastor. 

Referring to his ministry, he said: 
** Although I was licensed as a preacher 
in July, 1851, by the Wesleyan Metho- 
dist church, I was not ordained to the 
ministry of that church until 1855, four 
years later. I was ordained in the brick 
church, situated on East street, Pitts- 
field, Mass., in which I was baptized in 
infancy, afterward converted, and later 
was superintendent of the Sunday 
school. { was then ordained as a bish- 
op. My ministry in the Wesleyan Meth- 
odist church continued until 1859, when 
I acepted an invitation to sapply the 
palpit of a Congregational church, and 
the following year I became w» minister 
of that church.’ 

It was also the fifth anniversary of 
the ministry of Rev. Alfred R. Atwood 
the pastor, who spoke of his conver- 
sion to Christianity while working at 
his trade as a plumber, of his mission 
work among the Italians and gypsies 
in West Roxbury, of his desire to be- 
come a Christian minister, of his 
efforts to secure the means whereby 
he might prepare himself for the 
work of the ministry, of his life in 
Oberlin Academy and College, the Uni- 
versity of Vermont, Harvard College, 
and the Andover Theological Seminary. 
He then spoks of his work as assistant 
pastor of the Boston Sailors’ Friend 
Society, of his ordination as pastor of 
the Congrogall ya church at New Bos- 
ton on July 22, 1901, of his two years’ 
ministry in that town, of his 2 1-2 
years’ labor at Cotuit, Mass., and his 
work in his present pastorate at Quin- 
cy Point, which bas been marked with 
unusual success. 


Reduction in Price. 


‘The finding of the Gas and Electric 
Light Commissioners on the petition 
fera reduction in the prices charged 
by the Quiocy Electric Light and Pow- 
er Co, is considered by the officials of 
the company to be a tribute to the 
manner in which they bave conducted 
the business. 

The Treasurer of the company, in an 
interview with a representative of the 
Patriot, says tbat the report shows 
that it bas been supplying the current 
for street lighting at cost, while the 
rates for commercial lighting and 
power are low as compared with com- 
panies of like standing. 

The salient points in the report are 
that its present plant isin every respect 
modern, of high etticiency, and eco- 
nomical in its operation. Its present 
dividends are moderate, and its profits 
have not been extravagant. 

It is true, as the report says, that a 
very large proportion of its commercial 
business is made up of small consumers, 
and taken asa whole the report isa 
very complimentary one to the company. 

In regard to the recommendations, 
thatthe maximum net price for com- 
mercial lighting be reduced from 18 
cents to 17 cents per kilowatt hour, the 
Treasurer says that they will comply 
with it, and that beginning August 1, 
a discount of 15 per cent will be made 
on bills of $10 and less for prompt pay- 
ment, instead of 10 per cent as now, 

This with the free lamp renewals, re- 
cently established, virtually means a 
reduction of 15 per cent. The base rate, 
however, will remain at 20 cents as at 
present, 

In conclusion the official said that it 
had always been the policy of the com- 
pany to furnish the best of service aud 
to make reductions in price when 
pessible to do so.

the Quincy Electric Light and Power 


Company fora reduction in price of 
electric light and for improvement in 
the quality of the service. The peti- 
tioners and the company were repre- 
sented at the hearing which was at 
Quincy. 

“The defects in the ‘service which 
were described by the petitioners and 
which occurred at about the period of 
maximun output were of a character to 
suggest a possible lack of capacity in 
the generating or distributing plant. 
Since the hearing the company has ex- 
pended a substantial sum in enlarging 
and improving botb divisions of its 
plant, and has apparently made ample 
provision against the recurrence of these 
difficulties.

Household Beceipts. 


Gooseberry Jam. Top and stem the 
gooseberries. To every pound of fruit 
allow one pound of sugar. Tut the 
gooseberries into the preserving kettle, 
just covering with cold water. After} 
they are well boiled to pieces, add the 
sugar and cook slowly, stirring often 
half an hour. Put into jars or tumblers 
and stand aside to cool. When cold 
cover with paper. 

New Peach Cobbler. Fill a baking 
dish with whole peeled peaches; add 
two cups of water; cover the dish close- 
ly and steam the peaches until tender; 
then drain off the jnice and let cool. 
Beat four eggs and a cup of sugar to- 
gether until light; then add a teaspoon- 
ful of melted butter and half teaspoon- 
ful of salt, the juice from the peaches 
anda pint of sweet milk. Sift and 
measure a scant cup of flour; add a tea- 
spoonful of baking powder and sift 
again. Stir the flour and other ingredi- 
ents together, and then pour over the 
peaches; bake in a quick oven until a 
nice brown, about 25 minutes. Serve 
with cream, 


Muskmelon Preserve. Peel and 
slice. Soak four days in weak salt wa- 
ter, and then in fresh, until the salt is 
removed. Put in a preserving kettle 
and boil in clear water for a few min- 
utes, strain and drop them into a very 
weak alum water, in which boil them 
for a few minutes. Make a strong gin- 
ger tea take the fruit out of the alum 
water, drop it into the ginger infusion 
and let it boil a few minutes. Lift the 
fruit out with a strainer, and place it 
incold water for a few minutes, Lift 
it out of the water and cook until tbhor- 
ougbly done in a syrup made of two 
pounds sugar toone of fruit. Flavor 
this syrup with lemon cut io very thin 
slices. 

Green Tomatoes. Cut in rather 
thick slices, salt and pepper and fry 
slowly in hot butter. They may be 
served on platter with steak, or as a 
side vegetable. Creamed green toma- 
toes are also commended, Io this case 
they are cut in slices, boiled in salted 
water for about fifteen minutes, then 
serve with a rich cream sauce. 


How to Cut Pineapples. The tough- 
ness of pineapples is almost entirely 
eliminated by slicing the fruit up and 
down from stem to blossum end, instead 
of through the core, as is usually done. 
Thrust a fork into the blossom end to 
hold the pineapple steady and slice un- 
til you come tothe hard, pithy core 
which can then be discarded. The 
trick was taught by an old pineapple 
grower and makes all the difference in 
the world in the tenderness of the fruit, 
which is generally hard and chippy, 
sliced witb, instead of against, 
the grain.

Decreased Tax in Waltham. 


Another city reports a decrease in 
tax rate, and a low rate. Waltbam is 
a city which is pushing Quincy io 
population, and in many ways is sim- 
ilarly situated. 

The Waltham board has fixed the tax 
rate for 1906 at $16.50, a decrease of 30 
cents from last year. The increase in 
real estate valuation is more than half a 
million dollars, while the increase io 
personal property is above $200,000. 
The number of polls assessed is 7206. 
The real estate valuation is $17,398,200; 
personal valuation $0,397,250.50; total 
valuation, $23,795,456, 50. 

The increased valuation of real estate 
over last year is $553,800, and personal 
property, $242,996.50, a total increase 
of $794,796.50. The increased number 
of polls is only four. 

In referring to the recent South 
Framingham disaster which ruined the 
Amsden block, in which Henry L. 
Kincaide & Co. of this city were to 
have a large store, Mr. Kincaide said 
that this accident would not interfere 
very much with their plans, and al- 
though the investigation of the cause of 
the accident had not been completed 
that they would open for business ina 
new location on the original day set.

All eyes are now turned toward the 
North Shure, where already 11 of the 
nineteen Sounder Klasse boats have as- 
sembled to tune up for the trial races, 
which are to be held under the auspices 
of the Eastern Yacht Club during the 
week of Aug. 13. 

The yachts of the Sonder Ktasse are 
limited in dimensions to a total of 
thirty-two feet in the combined length 
of the water line, the beam and the 
draught. The sail area is restricted to 
550 square feet and the crew to three 
men, all native born citizens of the 
country in which the yachts are built, 
with the helmsman an amateur. The 
displacement must not be less than 
4,035 pounds, without the crew, and all 
the yachts must be weighed. No 
centreboards are allowed, but the rig is 
optional. 

As the yachts have all been built for 
something less than $2500, the average 
being about $2000, the American yachts- 
men have entered into the contest as 
never before in an international event. 
Six of the yachts are owned by members 
of the Eastern Yacht club; the New 
York Yacht club has an aspirant in the 
Vim, owned by Trenor L. Park, and 
the Southern Yacht club of New Or- 
leans io a boat named for that city and 
owned by Commodore Heaslip and 
others of the club. The Quincy club 
bas the Auk which is also a challenger 
for the Quincy cup. ‘Two of the yachts- 
men have become So enthusiastic over 
the contest that they bave entered two 
boats each.

‘The increase in valuation of the city 
concerns sume taxpayers more than the 
tax rate. They doubt very much that 
there has been an increase of over a 
million in actual valuation the past 
year; over $2,700,000 in two years, and 
over $3,700,000 in three years. 


Two more cities also announce a cut 
in tax rate; that of Newton being $16. 
40, against $18.00 last year; and that 
of Lynn being $17.00, against $18.40 
last year. The increase in valuation in 
Newton was $1,331,670, and in Lynn, 
$6,602,179. Lower tax rates are the 
rule in cities this year. 


One of the mistakes of Quincy and 
other small cities is their attempt to 
keep up to Boston and Metropolitan 
cities in the excellence of their schools, 
Streets, police, fire and other depart- 
ments. Bulletin 50 the National bureau 
of the Census, just issued, reports 
that Boston has the largest tax levy per 
capita of any city in the country. New- 
top, often held up as an example for 
Quincy, has the la:gest per capita net 
debt; New York being second and Bos- 
ton third, 


Salem and Somerville have also report- 
ed their tax rate, and in both cities it 
is less than Inst year. In Salem a 
reduction from $17.80 to $17.50, and in 
Somerville from $18.30 to $17.40. 

Quincy taxptyers should note that it 
was areduction in city appropriations 
that made this possible. The Somer- 
ville Journal! says editorially: 


‘*Economy has been the watchword 
and it has brought good results. Never 
prodigal in the use of money all 
branches of the city government have 
last year and this year been unusually 
careful to keep expenses down without | 
impairing the efficiency of the munici- 
pal service. The schools are kept to 
their high standard, the police and fire 
service is properly maintained, the 
streets are kept in repair, the public 
buildiogs are wisely cared for that 
there may be no deterioration of city 
property, and excessive salaries for 
city employes isa cry that cannot be 
truthfully raised in Somerville.” 


The Boston Herald comments in the 


same veio, when it says: 


**The decrease in Somerville is due 
almost wholly to internal causes. The 
state, county, metropolitan, armory and 
bridge taxes are only $1474.41 more than 
last year, while the city tax is $47,205, - 
58 less than it then was. It is due to 
the economy which has been exercised 
in the city affairs that the tax rate has 
gone down, for the increase in the val- 
uation is comparatively small, only 
$1,129,060, not enough to have coucter- 
balanced a city tax as large as that of 
last year, Then the city tax was $911, - 
40.58, This year it is $864,675. 

Later—Springfield also has a lower 
rate, and the lowest city rate reported 
this year, $15 per $1,000. 

If Quincy desires a reduction in its 
high tax rate it must reduce current ex- 
penses—both appropriations and inter- 
est. Economy should be the watch- 
word.

In this package, 
covered with course white paper, and 
bearing the oval seal of the division of 
issues, is the sum of $40,000,000. The 
amount is made up of 4,000 gold 
certificates worth $10,000 each. 


Lockjaw Cured. 


For the first time in its history of 
sixteen years, the Quincy hospital has 
cured a patient of tetanus (lock-jaw), 
and they are quite proud of the cure as 
the disease is usually fatal. 

Willie Dodd, 1! years old, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. George Dodd of 16 Newbury 
street, Atlantic, while celebrating the 
Seventeenth of June, received a wound 
in the palm of his hand. Nothing was 
thought about it at the time bat the 
foreign matter imbedded in the hand 
soon caused trouble. 

The boy felt pains in hisarm and it 
commenced to twitch. Dr. Kernan of 
Neponset attended him and on July 3d 
took him to the Quincy hospital where 
he grew rapidly worse. 

Dr. John F. Welch, house physician 
for the month, took charge of the case, 
and liberal doses of anti-toxine were 
admininistered and opiates given to 
quiet the twitching muscles. It was a 
bad case from the start and doctor and 
nurses were not hopeful, but all worked 
hard to save the boy's life. 

In tetanus the body becomes rigid 
and there are persistent spasms and ip- 
curvations of the body. The muscles 
are in a continual vibratory contraction. 
Willie Dodd’s moans and cries sounded 
like a fretting baby and could be heard 
all over the hospital. The contraction 
of the muscles would throw his body 
into uncomfortable positions often with 
head out of bed. Iétbe purses moved 
him back on to the bed or touched bim 
to feel his pulse, etc., he wonld go into 
convulsions, making the case a hard 
one to care for. 

After nearly two weeks of persistent 
treatment, the body commenced to re- 
lax and the boy became conscious part 
of the time. Since then he has im- 
proved right along, being able to sit up 
in bed and look at books, On Sunday, 
the 2th, he was dressed and out doors, 
and has been able to go abont since. 

A few weeks ago the City Hospital of 
Boston treated a little girl for tetanus 
and were proud of a ccnre. The Boston 
Transcript had in an article about the 
little girl and her restoration to health, 
but the case at the Quincy Hospital 
was more remarkable as the disease had 
progressed pretty far and the case 
seemed hopeless from the start. 


Conductor Sentenced. 


The two cases against James J. Dono- 
van a conductor of the Old Colony street 
railway company for the larency of 
money less than $100 were heard before 
Judge Avery in the district court 
Saturday. United States District At- 
torney, Asa P. French, represented the 


government and J. J. McAnarnoey 
the defendant. 
The principal witnesses were two 


police officers of the city of Lowell. 
Officer Moore testified to riding with 
Officer Kennedy on Donovan's car at 
different times. On June 12 he had 
the rear section of a car that left Nepon- 
set at 6 A. M. for the Fore River. 

Ono this trip Donovan collected 27 
fares on his section but did not ring up 
but 22. 

On June 1) he boarded a car io City 
Square for East Milton at 5.35; Dono- 
van was in charge. On his section 
Donovan collected 18 fares and rung in 
but 12 fares. 

Officer Konnedy testified to the trip 
he made on Donovan's car and on two 
trips he failed to ring in all fares col- 
lected. 

Mr. Cook, a starter at Lynn, testified 
to accompanying the officers on their 
various trips. 

Starter Fisher of Campello also testi- 
tied to being on the cars with the offli- 
cers. 

Cashier Childs of the Quincy division 
testified as to the day card made up by 
Donovan on the trips in which the al- 
leged larcenies took place. 

Donovan offered no testimony in bis 
own behalf. 

The court found him guilty on botb 
complaints. A fine of $15 was imposed 
on the first complaint, and sentenced 
to thirty days in the house of correction 
on the other. An appeal was taken, 


Soldiers’ Exemption. 


The Assessors have received a num- 
ber of applications for exemption of 
taxes under the new Soldiers’ Exemp- 
tion law passed by the Legislature this 
year. Up to the present time, however, 
the applicants have been confined large- 
ly to poll tax payers.

Populous Cheese. 

A professor of the Swiss Dairy school 
at Sonntal has compiled statisties of 
the number of micro organisms found 
In cheese. His experiments lead to the 
conclusion that every gram (one-thir- 
tleth part of an ounce) of fresh £m- 
menthaler (Swiss) cheese contains be- 
tween 90,000 and 100,000 living gernis. 
After two months the number has in- 
creased to 800,000. Cream cheese con- 
tains a still larger number of animal- 
culae, a gram harboring after three 
weeks 750,000, rising to 2,000,000 after 
a month and a half, These figures ap- 
ply only to the center of the cheese, 
while close to the rind families num- 
bering 5,500,000 bacteria may be found 
in every gram of cheese. In about 
one and a half pounds of cream cheese, 
the professor estimates, there are as 
many germs as there are human beings 
on the face of the globe. It is sup- 
posed that all or most of these mi- 
crobes are “friendly” ones and assist 
in the digest!ve process. We hope so. 
—Grocery.

Under the current’s 
influence they fall to work with amaz- 
ing energy, and instead of taking a 
couple of days to sour the milk they 
accomplish the task completely in a 
half hour. With an electric battery it 
is easy on the same principle to sour 
the freshest milk.

It takes just $13.20 of the Boston tax 
rate this year, the same as last year, to 
pay the city tax, yet the m»yor claims 
he reduced the tax rate.

Anti-Fraud Laws. 


There is today, all over our country, 
a decided movement toward the enaet- 
ment of laws that will protect consum- 
ers against substitution and adultera- 
tion. 

Many states now have very stringent 
pure food laws, and a national pure 
food law is to go into effect all over the 
United States on January 1, 1907. 

New York State bas also a law pro- 
hibitiog the stamping of cotton as lin- 
en and a law compelling all silver sold 
as sterling to be 925-1000 fine. 

Other states have other l.ws along 
the same lines. 

North Dakota bas taken the lead in 
enacting a law for the protection of 
property owners against a very common 
and serious kind of fraud—the selling 
of adulterated paints and paints con- 
taining ingredients worthless or worse 
than worthless. 

The law passed by the North Dakota 
legislature compels all makers of adul- 
terated paints to label their kegs with 
the exact ingredients of their paints. 

Pure-white-lead-and-linseed-oil is ac- 
cepted as the standard paint by the 
law-makers, just as it is by paint 
authorities everywhere,

Excursion to Plymouth. 


The Massachusetts Press Association, 
George C. Fairbanks of Natick, presi- 
dent, made an outing to Plymouth on 
Monday, taking the 8.43 train from Bos- 
ton over that part of the N. Y., N. H. 
& H. system, which was originally the 
“Old Colony Railroad,” built in 1845 
to connect Plymouth and _ Boston. 
There were nearly 100 of the members 
and ladies in the party, and by the 
courtesy of the railroad management, 
two extra cars were provided for the 
free use of the editorial excursionists, 
a consideration which tLe newspaper 
people most highly appreciated. The 
‘building up’’ policy which is taking 
place all over the Consolidated system, 
became apparent on the Plymouth di- 
vision when Neponset river was reached, 
where a new four track steel bridge is 
taking the place of the old structure. 
At Weymouth the ledges that have had 
to be removed to give place fur a second 
track, which for upwards of a year has 
been in process of construction between 
Whitman and South Braintree, attracted 
notice, and, as the train whirled along, 
new abutments for widening overhead 
bridges were frequently seen. 

Soon after leaving Kingston station, 
a view of Plymouth harbor was obtained 
and away at the left was seen ‘‘Cap- 
tain’s bill’? in Duxbury, crowned with 
a fine monument, at the top of which 
is a figure of Captain Myles Standish, 
the redoubtable military chieftain of 
the Pilgrims, Son, on either hand, 
the great factories and store houses of 
the Plymouth Cordage Company were 
passed. ‘This concern, which bas been 
in operation over eighty years, is now 
the largest manufacturing plant of its 
kind in the world. Every day it makes 
of ‘“‘binder twine’ alone, for use in 
binding sheaves of wheat, over 25,000 
miles, with a proportionate amount of 
cordage of all sizes from that of a lead 
pencil to immense hawsers and cables 
seven incbes in diameter. The company 
imports annually from the Philippines 
and Mexico upwards of $7,000,000 worth 
of fibre for its manufactures. 

The Pilgrim town is growing rapidly, 
having now upwards of 12,000 popula- 
tion, while at the same time increasing 
its manufactures by extensive enlarge- 
ment of existing plants, and ranking as 
an industrial and commercial centre 
with any town of its size in the state. 

On arrival at Plymouth the party was 
met by resident members of the associ- 
ation, representing the Old Colony Me- 
morial and Plymouth Observer news- 
papers, and conducted to the Pilgrim 
National Monument, a magnificent and 
imposing memorial erected in honor of 
the Forefathers and mothers who here 
began the first permanent English settle- 
ment in New England, 

The grand central figure is a colossal 
statue of ‘*Faith,’’ 216 times life size 
and 36 feet high, standing on a pedestal 
41 feet bigb. Four buttresses hold 
monolithic figures of ‘* Morality,’’ ‘* Ed- 
ucation,’’ ‘* Liberty,’’ and ‘*Law,’’ be- 
neath which are fine marble reliefs: 
**Embarkation,”’ ‘*‘Landing,’’? ‘*Com- 
pact,’’ and *‘Indian Treaty.’’ There is 
a splendid view of the harbor and sur- 
roundings from the monument hill. 
Another short walk through well shaded 
streets, brought the party to Pilgrim 
hall, where Hon, William T. Davis, in 
behalf of the Pilgrim Society, gave cor- 
dial welcome and furnished to the com- 
pany some very interesting details rela- 
tive to the valuable paintings, exceed- 
ingly rare books and priceless Pilgrim 
relics in possession of the Society. 

Piymouth Rock, the famous boulder 
on which the Pilgrims landed, was soon 
and next Cole’s ITill, where 
those who died during the first winter 
(about one half of the Pilgrim com- 
pany) were buried, From this point, a 
short distance up Middle street, is the 
Old Colony Memorial office, a large 
three story building of cement block 
construction, recently erected by Bit- 
tinger Bros., proprietors of this well 
known first class weekly newspaper, and 
the model ‘*Memorial Press’’ printing 
establishment. Here the members of 
the craft were cordially welcomed. 

Passing up Leyden street, where the 
first settlement was made, the site of 
the first house was pointed out, as was 
also that of the residence of Gov. Brad- 
ford, on which a large brick block is 
being put up, The steep ascent of Bur- 
ial Hill was accomplished and visits 
made to the site of the old fort built in 
1621, 
house, together with that of the ‘‘ watch 
tower,’’ erected in 1647, of which the 
hearthstone is visible, and the brick 
foundations still remain in the ground. 
Gov. Bradfurd’s grave, with those of 
John Howland, the last survivor of the 
Pilgrims, and” Thumas Clark, the re- 
puted mate of the Mayflower, were re- 
garded with much interest, the 
quaintness of many epitaphs noted.

Fire in Quarries. 


The alarm from Box 41 at 9.45 Tues- 
day night called the department to a 
brisk fire in the engine house at the 
Field & Wild quarry off Granite street.

Then again there are many varieties, 
which to the unfamiliar person seem to 
be of the same specie, yet if you were 
to examine them closely it would be 
seen that the shades while nearly alike 
are different. Some of the sbow and 
decorative specie are wonderful exam- 
ples of what nature can do. 

Mr. Elcock plants his bulbs early in 
the season and his dahlias are therefore 
in bloom among the earliest. He spends 
mapy hours every week among his 
flowers and the different kinds are as 
familiar to him as his A, B, C’s. 
Touch a blossom and ask its name and 
the answer comes immediately. 

He is also very liberal with his tlow- 
ers and desires that others should enjoy 
them as well as he does himself and he 
therefore gives many away. They are 
not missed for he can readily cut a 
bunch of two hundred and not have 
them missed. It is not often that he 
has his flowers stolen for one has uo 
need to steal. It is only necessary to

It will be impossible for a passenger 
to leave until the conductor signals the 
motorman to stop, and the latter will 
not throw back the doors until the car 
comes to an absolute standstill. The 
same process will be observed in taking 
on passengers.

Steamship Launched. 


The steel screw freight steamship 
“*Satilla’’ the first of a fleet of four be- 
ing built by the Fore River Shipbuild- 
ing Cb. for the Brunswick Steamship 
Co., was successfully launched on 
Tuesday at the Fore River yards. The 
launch was inthe nature of a private 
one, and the yards were closed to the 
public. Both shores of Fore River were 
lined with people however, for a launch- 
ing is always an interesting sight eve, 
if it is not a big battleship. 

A large reviewing stand h:d been 
erected at the bow of the vessel, and 
this was gaily bedecked with the na- 
tional colors, while streamers of the 
flags of international code were strung 
across the deck of the Satilla from bow 
to stern. Onthe reviewing stand were 
a nomber of the officials of the Steam- 
ship Co., as well as officials of the Fore 
River Cu. Suspended from the bow 
was a ribbon of red, white und blue, 
from the end of which hung a bottle 
of Mann’s Extra Dry with which the 
vessel was christened. 

The launching party came from Bos- 
ton in a special car attached to the 10,45 
train. This car was dropped at East 
Braintree, from which point it was 
taken over the private road of the com- 
pany, landing the launching party at 
the foot of the stairs leading to the 
launching stand. The party arrived 
about 1] 30 and preparations to launch 
the vessel were commenced immediate- 
ly. 

It was just 11.34 when at the sound 
ofashrill whistle a hundred or more 
workmen began to drive in the wedges 
which lifted the vessel from her keel 
block. Then came a wait while the 
shores were taken out and the keel 
blocking split out. 

At 12.08 word was given to saw away 
the soul piece. This was bat the work 
of a moment, and at 12.09 the Satilla 
began to move down the ways. 

As the started Mrs. ©. F. Aeyer of 
Boston cracked a bottle of ‘‘Mum's Ex- 
tra Dry"’ over her bow, and christened 
ber ‘*Satilla.’* 

Miss May P. Atkinson of Atlanta, 
Ga., daughter of President A. M. At- 
kinson, was to bave christened the ves- 
sel, but missed consections on her way 
from Canada, and the honor fell to Mrs. 
Aeyer. Mrs. Aeyer wore a blue travel- 
ing suit and carried a handsome bou- 
quet of roses, 

The Satilla moved slowly at first, but 
soon gathered headway, and slid grace- 
fully into her native element. Shrill 
whistles at the works and from the sail- 
ing craft in the river, and cheers from 
thousands of workmen announced the 
launching to the world, 

As soon as she struck the water she 
was surrounded by tugs and taken to 
her berth where she will be completed. 

Immediately after the launch, a lunch 
was served in the mold loft, and at 1.40 
the special train was taken back to 
Braintree and thence to Boston.

The four vessels which will comprise 
the fleet are the Satilla, the Ocmulgee, 
the Ogeechee and the Ossabaw, They are 
coustructed of mild steel; 313 feet long, 
a moulded breadth of 40 feet, depth of 
hole 25 feet, and a displacement of 
5,000. 

These vessels have been designed to 
carry the maximum of freight oo au un- 
usually light draft and consequently are 
arranged with the propelling machinery 
at the after end of the vessel, the re- 
mainder of the ship beiog devoted to 
the storage of cargo. 

These vessels have a straight stem aud 
semi-elliptical stern. 

There are three large cargo holds 
having four  hatchways  saitably 
arranged for the expeditious handling 
of freight. In addition to these batch- 
ways the cargo can be manipulated 
through four cargo ports on each side 
of the vessel. These cargo holds are 
isolated from each other by steel water- 
tight bulkheads, which with the 
collision, machinery space and stern 
tube bulkheads divide the vessel into 7 
separate watertight compartments | 
which will insure the vessel tloating 
with any two of the compartments 
flooded by the sea and in addition to 
this will insure greater isolation in the 
event of fire, to one compartment, 

The vessel has been rigged with 2 
steel pole masts having 4 derricks fitted 
to each with a working capacity of 7 1-2 
tons per derrick. To insure that the 
vessel will trim properly when steam- 
ing light, deep trimming tanks have 
been arranged right forward and in the 
fore holes water ballast tank has been 
arranged for. 

The officers’ quarters are located in a 
steel superstructure built around the en- 
gine and boiler casings, with a hand- 
some dining saloon amidships at the 
forward end of the superstructure. The 
crew, firemen, oilers and water tenders 
will be berthed in main deck in way of 
machinery space. 

The usual pumping and drainage, sap- 
itary and firemain systems have been 
arranged fur on the most approved lines 
and in addition an electric light instal- 
lation of ample power will be fitted. 

Steain steering and screw hand gear 
will be installed with steering stations 
in pilot house and on quarter deck aft. 

The propelling machinery consists of 
one set of triple expansion, surface con- 
densing engines supplied with steam 
by 2S. E. Scotch boilers suitable for 
developing sufficient power to propel 
the vessel at acontinuous speed of 10 
1-2 knots per hour.

Special Ticket. 


The Railroad Commissioners of 
Massachusetts rendered a decision this 
week on the petition of the Mayor 
and City Council of Quincy, which set 
forth that the fare of twenty cents be- 
tween Quincy and Nantasket Beach on 
the Old Colony street railway was an 
excessive charge. 

The company plead increased cost of 
service, saying also that the line is op- 
erated only a few months of the year, 
and that the traflic is for pleasure, and 
can properly stand a higher charge than 
travel which is a matter of necessity. 

It is true that those who ride daily 
between their bomes and places of work 
are entitled on general principles to 
special consideration in low fares. 

It cannot be denied that the patron- 
age of summer excursionists is far from 
being as profitable as would sometimes 
appear to be the case, particularly to 
those who ride only occasionally as a 
part of the throng. 

llowever, taking all things into con- 
sideration, the amount of travel, the 
distance travelled, and the character of 
this service, in comparison with that 
elsewhere, we believe the fare between 
Quincy Square and Nantasket Beach 
should not exceed 15 cents. 

A change which might well be brought 
about by the issuing a special ticket. 
We recommend this change.

They are at their 
best in light winds and smooth seas, 
while it is admitted that the Auk is 
perhaps no better than some of the other 
boats which have been eliminated, she 
has been handled in a superior manner 
by Ex-Mayor Adams, who has no equal 
as an amateur skipper. 

The announcement of the three boats 
selected was made at the conclasion of 
the three races Saturday. 

The duties of the committee of the 
Eastern Yacht club in forming their 
opinions as to which of these boats 
should be selected, have nut been light.

Incendiary Fire. 


A dastardly attempt was made Aug.

Sugar on Cereals. 


Returning to the subject of improper | 
eating, sugar on cereals is now declared 
to be a prolific source of indigestion, 
especially with children or adults living 
an indoor life. Sugar in itself is a use- 
ful and valuable food, but is too highly 
concentrated to be eaten large 
quantities. Children du not require a 
variety of tlavors to stimulate the ap- 
petite unless the taste is perverted. 
Then the backward step is difficult to 
take. A porridge of oatmeal, wheat or 
coro should be eaten only with milk or 
cream or the occasional introduction of 
dried fruits, like prunes or figs. The 
sugar given a child is better furnished 
in luwps of cut loaf sugar, home-made 
candies, asimple pudding, or sweet, 
fully-ripened fruits.

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To Launch Submarine. 


A novelty in launching will take 
place at the shipyard of the Fore River 
Shipbuilding Company of this city 
this morning, when the Cuttlefish, 
the first of the four submarine bvats 
will be launched at 9.30 A, M. She 
will be christened by Miss Eleanor Gow, 
daughter of Commander John L, Gow, 
U. S. N., inspector of Machinery at the 
works of the Fore River Shipbuilding 
Company. 

Fore River Shipbuilding Company 
will be represented at the launching by 
Admiral F. T. Bowles, president, and 
the Electric Boat Company by L. Y. 
Spear, vice president. 

The dimensions and particulars of the 
Cuttlefish are held as confidential by 
the Navy Department, but it is known 
that she is a larger and faster develop- 
ment of the so-called ‘‘Holland boats’’ 
now owned by the government, built by 
the same company, in one of which, the 
Plunger, President Roosevelt made his 
famous trip last year. 

The Electric Boat Company and the 
Fore River Company are building in the 
same yard twosister ships of the Cuttle- 
fish, the Viper and the Tarantula, and 
an additional vessel, the Octopus, 
which is understood to be considerably 
larger than the Cuttlefish class and as 
large as any of the successful sub- 
marine boats in commission in Europe. 
These three boats are rapidly nearing 
completion and will be launched in the 
near future. 

It is expected that the preliminary 
trials of the Cuttlefish will begin within 
two or three weeks and the official trials 
later in the fall. 

Contracts for this group of submarine 
boats were secured by the Electric Boat 
Company under a discretionary appro- 
priation as a result of the exhaustive 
competitive trials of the Fulton held at 
Newport in June, 1904. 

The Fulton was subsequently sold to 
Russia aud after trials at St. Peters- 
was shipped over the Siberian 
to Vladivostok, where she 
served during the latter part of the war 
under the name of La Somme, 

A similar provision of law was en- 
acted by the last Congress and an appro- 
priation is therefore now available. One 
more of the submarines building 
here will take part in the competitive 
or comparative tests which will be held 
by the Navy Department to determine 
the most efficient

Death of Eben C. Stanwood.

Mrs. Stanwood’s maiden name was 
Annie Isabel Whicher, daughter of the 
late Thomas A. Whicher of Adams 
street, Quincy. They were married

It was voted to increase the salary of 
Miss Adele Schroder at the High school 
to the maximum of $800.

The Quiocy Yacht Club challenge cup 
will move from Manchester to Marble- 
head, the protest of the Chewink VII 
(or Windrim Kid) having been allowed 
by the judges of last Tuesdays race. 
The decision gave the Clhewink three 
races instead of the Bonidrei. The 
Quincy Yacht club was not represented 
onthe board of judges, although en- 
titled to be, because J, F. Sheppard 2d, 
was away. The judges were al! oflicers 
of the Manchester Yacht club, namely, 
George W. Mansfield, chairman of the 
regatta committee; Commodore S. P. 
Bremer and Secretary A. W. Merriman. 

The protest came under an_ interpre- 
tation of sections 11 and 12 of the 
Quincy Yacbt club’s deed of trust, 
which govern the contests for the cup. 
These rules are: 


11. Whentwo yachts, both close- 
hauled on the same tack, are converg- 
ing by reason of the leeward yacht 
holding a better wind, and neither can 
claim the right of a yacht overtaken, 
the windward yacht shall keep clear. 


12. If an overlap exists between two 
yachts when both of them, without 
tacking, are about to pass a mark on a 
required side, then tle outside yacht 
must yive the inside yacht room to pass 
clear of the mark. 


The alleged foul came at the wind- 
ward mark. Both boats were standing 
for the mark on the starboard tack, af- 
ter the Windrim Kid had come up on 
the port tack and had tacked under the 
Bonidrei's lee. Atthe mark the Wind- 
rim Kid called for room and luffed. The 
Bonidrei also luffed and the two pinched 
around the mark together. In doing so 
the Windrim Kid touched the mark 
boat, and also touched the Ronidrei. 
Both boats were under very slow way in 
a thin air, and the tide was setting them 
on the mark. 

After an exbaustive hearing in which 
all interested parties were heard and al- 
so the newspaper men, the judges al- 
lowed the protest, and awarded the race 
and Quincy cup to the Chewink repre- 
senting the Corinthian club,

He was pleased to welcome 
such a representative gathering of 
Quincy’s business men, Quincy was a 
cosmopulitan city, as all parts of the 
world are represented, It was so at 
this gathering, and also in our City 
Council. 

Many of us like to think with Long- 
fellow of ‘‘the dear old town by the sea” 
which they left bebind, but they are al- 
so thinking of Quincy, which during 
the last few years has thrown off its 
lethargy. 

Here V’resident Williams was inter- 
rupted by the query—‘‘What is the 
matter with Quincy?’’ And there were 
three cheers for the City of Presidents. 

Quincy has one of the finest electric 
lighting systems in the country; it has 
one of the largest electric power plants; 
it has next to the largest iron works, 
and a granite industry as large as any 
city or town. 

President Piper of the City Council 
was introduced as toastmaster of the 
evening, and there was a cry—‘‘ What is 
the matter with Ward Three Piper.” 
Mr. Piper spoke briefly and then pres- 
ented the Mayor. 

Mayor Thompson thanked the Buard 
of Trade for the courtesy of invitation 
to be present, and was pleased with the 
hospitality and the evidence of good 
fellowship. A Board of Trade like this 
can be a power and cau dominate in any 
work which it may undertake. Its 
objects he supposed were to induce new 
industries to locate in the city, and to 
fuster those we have, 

At this point the Mayor said he 
would like to reply to some criticism 
directed toward him, which he charac- 
terized as untruthful, unfair, and full 
of inuendoes. Last year, he said, they 
were directed toward the Crescent street 
fence. The people would not fully 
realize tbeir loss until the boulevard 
through the Willard school yard was 
completed. 

Of late the Mayor has been criticised 
by the press andaco-ordinate body of 
the city government relative to progress 
on the High school enlargement. Have 
heard it said that there was uo contract, 
no time limit, no penalty, etc. All 
these are untrue. There is a contract 
and it calls for the completion of the 
new part, the class rooms in the old 
part and the sanitaries in the basement 
before the reopening of the schools on 
Sept 10; and the contractor is allowed 
until Oct. 20 to complete the building. 
There is a money forfeiture for failure 
to comply with contract. 

Referring to the Daily Ledger article 
of Tuesday, the Mayor took exceptions 
to two statements. He said that there 
had been no agreement to accept on 
Sept. 10 class rooms in the old part in- 
stead of the new part. Second, the 
administration asked no favoritism for 
sub-contractors, except that preference 
be givev to Quincy firms where other 
things are equal. 

Understood contrasts for the carpen- 
ter work, the painting, the roofing, 
wte., bad been let to lowest. bidders, 
but that was not the Mayor's business. 
I hold the contractor alone responsible, 
and not any he may employ. . There is 
no politics in it, and I refute the state- 
ment to the contrary. 1 wuuld be 
ashamed if I could not stand before 
the citizens with honor and iutegrity 
after my fifty years in business. 

W. B. Nichols, local manager of 
the Citizens Gas Light Cumpany, was 
then introduced by Toastmaster Piper. 
Mr. Nichols was glad to meet the busi- 
ness men of the city. He told of what 
the company was doing in supplying 
gas to all parts of the city. We prom- 
ised a reduction in price of gas, aod 
rates have been reduced. We will live 
up to all promises aad more. The com- 
pany will work forthe best interests of 
the city. 

Jobn L. Miller of the School Com- 
mittee was then introduced, being also 
president of the Granite Manufacturers’ 
Association. He thought it uaofair to 
call on him, for be supposed that those 
in office and those who wanted office 
would be the speakers. 

Mr. Miller believed in a Board of 
Trade. It was a good thing for the 
business men toget together. and/work 
for the city. To watch our city officials 
and see that theyare not spending. all 
their time talking politics. If the Mayor 
referred to my remarks at the School 
Committee meeting relative to the High 
school, I have only to say that I have 
nothing to take back. My informa- 
tion was obtained from a man who 
koows as much if not more about 
the High school enlargement than the 
Mayor, 

All citizens should be interested in 
the erection of city school houses, 
in street construction, and other city 
work. Quircy is growing rapidly. It 
may double in puptlation inthe next 
ten years. There is considerable cheap 
land for manafacturing purposes. All 
should speak a good word for Quincy 
at all times.

One of the small glaciers In Montana 
is of special Interest on account of the 
fact that in the mass of ice there are 
imbedded two strata of grasshoppers, 
each about a foot thick. There are lit- 
erally tons of grasshoppers in the ice, 
and the question naturally arises as to 
where they came from. The most ob- 
vious explanation is that centuries ago 
two enormous swarms in course of ml- 
gration were caught In a snowstorm, 
chilled and buried in the snow, where 
they have remained till now In a per- 
fect state of preservation. In the ac- 
counts of the early western explorers 
a few instances are related of meeting 
large swarms of locusts on the moun- 
tain tops In the Rockies. It is a very 
fortunate circumstance that the great 
extension of agriculture in the west 
has broken up the breeding grounds of 
these insects.—St. Louls Republic.

The course was to windward three 
miles and return, twice round, 12 miles.

The Tilly and Wannsee made the best 
time on the second leg and the yachts 
were more closely buncbed, but the 
order was: Caramba, Auk, Vim, 
Wannsev, Gluckauf and Tilly. 

The American representatives made 
the best time onthe third leg to the 
windward, and the Vim came to the 
front. The Auk continued second and 
the Caramba dropped to third, while 
the Germans maintained the same posi- 
tions. Oothe bome stretch the Ger- 
mans sailed the fastest and the Auk the 
slowest. The Vim finished 32 seconds 
abead of the Caramba and 54 seconds 
abead of the Auk, 

THURSDAY'S RACE. 

The Boston papers concede that the 
Auk sailed by Charles F, Adams, 2d, 
would have won Thursday's race, had 
she not withdrawn on the home stretch, 
admitting she had fouled the Vim. 
The Auk had overhauled the Vim, and 
it was the bardest kind of a fight be- 
tween the two boats, for to win the 
race meant that two legs of the nec- 
essary three were won on the Roosevelt 
cup. 

The Boston Advertiser says: The 
two boats were sailing close together, 
both on the port tack, witb the Auk to 
leeward of the Vim, and both engaged 
in a furious luffiog match. The Auk 
luffed about, and while attempting to 
cross the stern of the Vim in order to 
get to windward of her, caught the 
main boom of the New York boat witb 
her forestays. The Vim whirled en- 
tirely around and lost her headway, and 
Mr, Adams, realizing that a foul had 
been committed, change his course and 
withdrew from the race, giving the Vim 
a clear field. 

**That’s one of the grandest things I 
have ever seen done in the yachting 
game, ’’ said Designer Gardiner on board 
the committee boat when he saw what 
had happened. ‘‘Mr. Adams is the fin- 
est sporteman I ever met.’’ 

At the Eastern Y. C, after the race 
Clifford Buckman, who sailed the Vim, 
said: Charlie Adams is the whitest 
man I ever sailed against. If he had 
stayed in the race he would have beaten 
me."’ 

Owner Trenor L. Park of the Vim 
said: ‘‘It would be a pleasure to lose a 
race toa man like Adams.’’ 

On all sides words of commendation 
for the most graceful and courteous act 
of Mr. Adams were heard. Nine men 
out of ten would have stayed in the race 
and won and fought the protest out if 
there bad been one made. Mr. Adams 
modestly declined to take any credit 
fur his action, saying that it was the 
only thing he could do.

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Good Exhibition: 


The company under Capt. John Ross, 
attached to Combination N», 3 at 
Houghs Neck, gave an exhibition 
Wednesday evening of their alertness ip 
answering to an alarm of fire. The 
company proved conclusively to a large 
party of officials and residents of Houghs 
Neck that should occasion demand their 
services they would not be found want- 
ing. 

Exhibitions have been given during 
the past few months by allof the dif- 
ferent companies. ‘These exhibitions 
have served two purposes. First, they 
keep the companies in trim and show 
to the public that harmony exists among 
the members of the department, and 
second, they demonstrate to the public 
that ample protection is afforded in 
case of fire. 

The exhibition at Houghs Neck was 
ove of the best that has been held. The 
time set was 6 o’clock and at that hour 
a large party was on hand. These in- 
cluded Mayor Thompson, Chief Liteh- 
field, President Piper of the City 
Council, Chairman Stone of the Council 
Committee on Fire Department, Chair- 
man Flaherty of the Committee on 
Water Supply, Commissivner Burke, 
District Engineers Nyban and O’Brien, 
Chief C. V. Cottrell of South Braintree, 
ex-Representative H. S. Nicol, Eugene 
W. O'Connor, ex-Engineer Benjamin 
King, W. J. Tilley, George E. Bell, 
and Albert Hi. Taber. 

There were also present Capt. Hayes 
of Ladder 38, Capt. Lyons of Hose 3, 
John Joyce of Hose 3; Capt. Gallagher 
of Combination 1, Capt. Shea of Ladder 
2, Capt. Rhodes of Hose 2, Capt. Mc- 
Kinna of Combination 2, Capt. Car- 
michael of Braintree, Drivers Connell of 
the Central station, aud Dinneen of 
West Quincy, reporters and others, 

The program as laid out by Chief 
Litcbfield was to sound an alarm from 
Box 14. This was to be a signal for 
driver Malune of Combination 3 to make 
a hitch, drive to Bell street, lay two lines 
of hose, also lay a chemical line and ex- 
tinguish a bonfire. He was then to 
unhitch his horses aud go back to the 
house for tho relief steamer and take 
it to Bell street and get up steam. 

At the sound of the alarm the relief 
hose wagon with Capt. Costa on board 
was to start from the Central station and 
run to the beach. It was figured out 
that when he arrived enough steam 
would bave been made to run the steam- 
er. This program was carried out to 
the letter, 

It was 3 minutes and 30 seconds past 
6 o'clock when Mayor Thompson pulled 
the hook in Box 14, and sent in the 
alarm. 

Fifteen seconds later Driver Malone 
had made his hitch and was going over 
the threshold of the door. 

The run was made to Bell street a line 
of hose laid and water going through it 
in 2 minutes. In 3 minutes a second 
line had been laid. Io 4 minutes a line 
of chemical hose had been run out and 
in 5 1-2 minutes the bontire in a field 
opposite had been extinguished. 

Driver Malone then started for the 
steamer. On the way back he fell off 
the horse he was riding losing some 
seconds. Ile however made his hitch 
to the steamer and had it at Bell street 
in 8 minutes from the sound of the 
alarm, 

A sbrill whistle at 6. 14. 45, or 11 
minutes and 15 seconds from the alarm, 
announced that sufficient steam had 
been made to run the steamer. 

A line of hose was attached and the 
steamer was operated by Driver Con- 
nell, 

All eyes were now turned toward 
Quincy watching for the appearance of 
the relief hose wagon. 

She soon’ made her appearance. 
Driver Carroll was handling the reins, 
and there were five men aboard including 
Capt. Costa. It was 17 minutes and 45 
seconds past six o'clock when the 
wagon arrived at Bell street, or 14 
minutes and 15 seconds from the sound- 
ing of the alarm. 

This wagon laid hose on Rogers 
street and attached it tothe steamer, 
and water was going through it io 15 
minutes from the sounding of the 
alarm, 

It was a tine exhibition and was fully 
appreciated and applauded by the crowd 
of several hundred who had been at- 
tracted by the alarm. 

It demonstrated without question that 
this section of the city is well protect- 
ed, and that should an alarm be re- 
ceived from this section it would not 
be necessary for all of the Central sta- 
tion apparatus to respond. 

The company then made up and re- 
turned to the station where a luoch of 
sandwiches, coffee, ice cream and cake 
were served. After lunch Capt. Ross 
called order and introduced Mayor 
Thompson for a few remarks. 

The Mayor said that he was pleased 
to be present. He complimented the 
men of Combination 3 for their good 
work. Itcompared favorably with other 
companies, and was a great credit to 
the men, From the Chief down a bar- 
monious feeling and honest rivalry ex- 
ists today and he was sure the citizens 
of Quincy appreciated it. This section 
is now entirely satisfied as to its tire 
protection. You have a modern, up-to- 
date machine, perfect in every way. 
One that could not be duplicated today 
for several hundred dollars more than it 
cost. His experience had been that 
the City Council had always been dis- 
posed to further the purpose of equip- 
ping this station, and the celay arose 
from failure to agree in certain ways. 
The Mayor complimented the men on 
their good work, and congratulated the 
tosidents of Houghs Neck on being so 
well protected. 

Chairman Stone of the City Council 
Committee on Fire Department said be 
had seen all the exhibitions and he could 
not pick out the best. ‘There seemed to 
be a good deal of interest among the 
firemen. He thought that Houghs Neck 
was now as well protected as any sec- 
tion of the city.’ The time made at this 
exhibition was certainly a credit to all. 

W. J, Tilley told of his efforts in hav- 
ing the station built and equipped. 
He thanked the Mayor and City Council 
for what they had done. The section 
owed a great deal to the Mayor for 
getting this apparatus. We have a 
Mayor who deserves all honor. 

Remarks were also made by ex-Chief 
Benjamin King, Capt. Carmichael, and 
others and there were songs by Capt. 
McKenna. 


Referred for Hearing. 


The troubles of the Griswold Manu- 
facturing Company are to be referred 
to a master who will bear the evidence 
of the parties and report bis findings 
back to the Superior court.

Household Receipts. 


Peach Cheese. Pare and quarfer 18 
yellow, ripe peaches; sweeten them 
with one cup of powdered sugar aad 
let them stand in a covered dish for two 
hours; soak three-fourths of a package 
of gelatine in three-fourths of a cup of 
cold water for ten minutes; then dis- 
solve by pouring over it three-fourths 
of acup of boiling water; stir until 
dissolved, then strain. Put the sweet- 
ened peaches through a sieve or vegeta- 
ble press; add the gelatine and set ina 
pan of cracked ice or ice water and stir 
until it begins to thicken; then stir in 
carefully a pint of whipped cream. 
Turn into a glass or porcelain mold and 
set on ice to barden. Serve with or- 
ange sauce or cold fruit sauce. 

Tomato Ketchup. Use halfa bushel | 
sound September tomatoes. Wash and| 
cut them into pieces. Cook gently for 
half an hour, then press through a 
sieve. Cook again for one hour; then 
add one ounce of ground ginger, one 
ounce of mustard, one gill of salt, balf 
a pound of sugar, and one quart of vio- 
egar. Cook to the proper consistency ; 
add five crops of oil of natmeg, and the 
same of celery, or a tablespoonful of 
celery seed.

The meeting of the City Council this 
week has revived important questions 
which bave been pendiog for some time, 
viz: a building ordinance, and trolley 
freight privileges. It also brought up 
two new questions, a change of loca- 
tion of the federal building, and gates 
at grade crossings on the Grauite branch 
oftheN. ¥.,N. 0. &H. RR * 

The chief argument in favor of a 
building ordinance, seems to be a 
desire to prevent the erection of small 
wooden store buildings. Whether an or- 
dinance would accomplish this is by no 
means certain, 

It seems to be admitted that under 
certain restrictions a trolley freight 
would be a good thing for Quincy, but 
the Citizens’ Association desire an as- 
surance as to the tariff rates between 
Boston and Quincy. The franchise is 
a valuable one, and the street railway 
should be ready to make some conces- 
sions, 

That the City Council should have 
gone on record in favor of. a change in 
in the location of the Federal building 
was a surprise. The communication 
should have been referred to a com- 
mittee, like other petitions and new 
orders, The appointment of a com- 
mittee to work with the Board of 
Trade to secure a new lot will only 
delay the erection of a government 
buildiog. 

That the streets over the Granite 
branch should have been so long with 
out gates is a surprise. Trains are now 
run frequently over the Granite Branch 
between Atlantic and Braintree, and at 
some of the streets, trains are hid from 
view of people driving or walking. 


Citizens’ Association. 


The quarterly meeting of the Citizens’ 
Association was held Tuesday evening 
at the rooms of the Granite Manufac- 
turers Association, It was very largely 
attended and the meeting was an en- 
thusiastic one from start to finish. 

Representative citizens were present 
from all sections of the city, completely 
filling the room where the meeting was 
held. 

Many matters of interest to the wel- 
fare of the city were discussed infor- 
mally by the gentlemen present, and 
while no definite action was taken on 
many of the matters discussed, facts 
were brought out that will ultimately 
be taken up. 

Among the city affairs discussed 
were tbe trolley freight, street car con- 
gestion in City square, the recent in- 
crease of twenty per cent in insurance 
rates, the widening and straightening 
of Hancock street between Granite 
street and Revere road, better freight 
facilities, building laws, placing wires 
under ground and the need of an in- 
spector of wires, or tree warden. 

On the suggestion of Brooks Adams, 
a committee was appointed to draft a 
bill to be presented to the Legislature, 
looking to the enactment of a law that 
will deal with and do away with mo- 
nopolies, such as now exist on the New 
York and New Haven, where one ex- 
press company has a monopoly; the 
street railway, the proposed trolley 
freight, ete. 

The location of the Federal building 
was discussed. Postmaster Hammond 
and others discouraged any movement 
fora change as it would delay the 
erection of a building. The land on 
Washington street had been purchased ; 
the location opposite the Public Libra- 
ry was desirable, and any movement 
for a change would be unsuccessful. 
In most cities the government buildings 
are not located on the main street, 

Several committees to whom matters 
had been referred reported progress. 

The next meeting of the Association 
will be the annual one for the election 
of officers aud will be held the second 
Tuesday in October. 


Vacation Experiences. 


There was an interesting service at 
Bethany Congregational church Sunday 
evening when several related their 
vacation experiences.

Republican Lists. 


The demand was so great for blanks 
for the Republican nominations, that 
the supply was exhausted, and the 
City Clerk found it necessary on the 
last day to place a rush order with the 
Daily Ledger for more. Fortunately, 
the order could be filled in an honr, so 
there was no serious delay. 

Most of the papers made nominations 
of delegates for one convention only, so 
that the six wards required a large 
number for the five conventions, for 
candidates for Congress, and candidates 
for Representatives. 

There are four names from which to 
select a candidate for Congress in the 
Tenth district, which is by direct vote 
of the Republicans of the whole dis- 
trict. 

Representative Eugene C. Hultman 
bas no rival for renominaticn in the 
Fifth Norfolk district, although there 
have been reports to the contrary. 

Itis Representative Kdward J. Sand- 
berg of Ward Four-who will have a 
rival, as friends of ex-Councilman John 
E. Poland have placed him in nomina- 
tion, It is early yet to.predict who will 
get the nomination, but, tbe ehances 
favor Mr. Sandberg. 

In the Ward Three State delegations 
it is said that ihe list headed by Jones 
is for Guild and Draper, and that 
headed by Spargo is for Guild and 
Foss, 

Interest, however, centers in contests 
in Wards One, Three and Five for the 
Senatorial and County delegates, show- 
ing that the city is not united for R. R. 
Freeman for senator or James H. 
Cunningham fur county treasurer. 
Each of these wards has two lists of 
delegates for the conventions and both 
factions will make great efforts to win. 
Unless Quincy stands by its own candi- 
dates their chances of success are not 
good. The county convention will also 
nominate a candidate for county com- 
missioner for three years to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of Hon. 
James Hewin.

Woodward School Used. 


‘The directors of the Woodward In- 
stitute at a meeting held Monday after- 
noon voted to allow the use of the 
rooms of the school building, tempo- 
rarily, during each afternoon, for High 
school pupils. 

All plans were made in anticipation 
of the vote, and Tuesday pupils 
reported at 2 and 3.30 for recitations 
only, the session closing at 5 o'clock. 

The High school pupils are also oc- 
cupying the ‘‘Old Jligh” building on 
High School avenue, where different 
divisions of the new class meet every 
two hours during the day for recita- 
tions. 

At best it is a poor makeshift and 
teachers and pupils work to great dis- 
advantage, but the teachers and School 
Committee are not to blame, and 
parents should not criticise them. 

When the ‘“‘Old High” on High 
School avenue had 100 pupils in 1880 it 
was considered crowded, as there are 
only three rooms. The capacity of the 
Woodward Institute is less than 200. 
When it is attempted to educate over 
600 pupils in these buildings, using the 
latter but three hours a day, the prob- 
lem becomes more and more difficult 
than one in algebra or geometry. 

There seems no alternative, if an at- 
tempt is to be made to keep the school 
open. But the prospect are not guod 
for any part of the enlarged High school 
building being ready for occupancy for 
several weeks. The contract which the 
Commissioner of Public Works had R. 
E. Lord sign, called for the completion 
of a portion of the building before Sept. 
10,

Of Quincy Granite. 


The mausoleum erected on the Law- 
son farm at Egypt, and in which the re- 
mains of Mrs, Lawson now rest, was 
cut in Quincy. James Craig had the 
contract and the stock used was 
quarried at the Hitchcock quarry. The 
greatest secrecy about the job was 
maintained from first to last, and but 
little information bas leaked out about 
ite: 4 ' 

The order was received the day fol- 
lowing the death of Mrs. Lawson, and 
in three working days the stock had 
been quarried and workmen were busy 
cutting it. In less than three weeks 
the job had been completed and set in 
Dreamwold. The size of the mausoleum 
is 11x11-3 and contains two catacombs. 
One for Mrs. Lawson and the other for 
Mr. Lawson. 

These are covered with a large slab. 
On this slab is an inscription contain- 
ing between 700 and 800 letters. This 
inscription was cat on the premises by 
a workman sent from Quincy. It 
is known only to Mr. Lawson and the 
man who cut it, who was pledged to se- 
crecy. Mr. Lawson stood over him 
while the letters were being cut, and 
saw to it that no one should see them. 
After the slab had been placed in posi- 
tion the whole top was covered with 
plaster so that the inscription was en- 
tirely hidden from view. The inscrip- 
tion is said to have been a poem com- 
posed by Mr. Lawson. 


Des Moines at Cuba. 


It will be of interest to Quincy peo- 
ple to know that if the Americans in 
Cuba require protection that the Cruis- 
er Des Moines which was built in this 
city at the Fore River yards will be on 
hand to render it.

In full which was sent to the City Coun- 
cil this week by the Citizens’ Associa- 
tion relative to the trolley freight peti- 
tion: 

To the Board of Directors of the Cit- 
izens’ Assuciation: 

Gentlemen: — Your committee has 
carefully investigated the subject of 
Electric Express, in connection with 
the petition of the Old Colony Street 
Railway Company to carry freight and 
baggage upon its railway in Qnincy, 
and have the honer to submit the fol- 
lowing report: 

We have heard the railway side direct 
from the Old Colony Street Railway 
Company officials, The State Railroad 
Commissioners have allowed us to ex- 
amine the franchises which other plac- 
es have granted, and which they have 
approved, and they have suggestions as 
to restrictions and regulations and the 
laws relating thereto. We made a 
personal inspection of the actual work- 
ing of the electric express system be- 
tween Brockton, Taunton, Providence 
and other pvints, investigating the 
manner of conducting the business at 
terminal stations and while the cars 
were en route, examining the schedule 
of rates used, and interviewing mer- 
chants who are using the service. We 
have also corresponded with street rail- 
way officials in other sectiuns of the 
country where they have the electric 
express service. 

The conclusion that.we have arrived 
at is that a franchise should be granted 
to the Old Colony Street Railway Com- 
pany upon certain conditions herein- 
after suggested. Before such franchise 
is granted by the City Council, bow- 
ever, we are strongly of the opinion 
that all the benefits and material advan- 
tages which can or should come to 
Quincy through the electric express 
service should be definitely and posi- 
tively assured by the Company; and 
furthermore, that care should be taken 
to see that the order granting the fran- 
chises shall contain all necessary pro- 
visions to properly safeguard all the 
rights of the city, both present and fu- 
ture, in the public streets. 

Our present express and freight facili- 
ties can be materially improved, both 
in quality of the service and in the cost. 
The Old Colony Street Railway Compa- 
py say they will accomplish this but 
they have not definitely stated to what 
extent. In the places where the elec- 
tric express has been establisbed, the 
express service has been improved, bat 
we should not be satisfied with merely 
better service when we are entitled, as 
well, to materially lower rates. The 
franchise should not be granted with- 
out knowing what the maximum rates 
are to be; otherwise the rates will be 
made as high as the traffic will bear. 

The policy of the Company appears 
to be to adopt the freight classifications 
and the rates of the competing steam 
railroads for the transportation part of 
the service, relying upon quicker des- 
patch for preference. This would mean 
thatthe ratesfrom Boston to Quincy 
for transportation only would be: 


Ist class, 10 cts per cwt. 
2d class, 9 cts per cwt. 
3d class, 8 cts per cwt. 
4th class, 6 cts per cwt. 
5th class, 5 cts per cwt. 
6th class, 4 cts per cwt. 


Or an average on freight generally of 7 
cts per cwt. 

The steam railroads do essentially a 
freight business. They own their own 
roadbeds, having been obliged to take 
and pay for all the land within their 
locations: they pay taxes on them, and 
base their rates thereon. The street 
railways were intended for passenger 
traffic only and the corporations operat- 
ing them gut their locations in the 
streets without costs. The proposed 
express business is a side issue, will be 
handled as such, and can be done at a 
low cost. We believe they should make 
lower rates, for transportation alone, 
than the steam roads. 

As to the additional and coincident 
charges for collection and delivery, 
which is the part of greatest interest to 
most of the people of Quincy, the policy 
of the Electric Express Companies 
seems to be to make no greater conces- 
sions than are necessary. The New 
York and Boston Despatch Express 
Company makes a rate of 50 cts. per 
cwt. between Boston and New York, 
including collection and delivery at 
each end, because they have to compete 
with the National Express Company. 
The present charge of the New York 
and Boston Despatch Express Company 
from Boston to Quincy, 35 cts. per cwr. 
is very excessive. So would be a rate 
of 30 cts. if established by the Electric 
Express, and yet the company would be 
able to say that they had made a reduc- 
tion of nearly 15 per cent. from the 
New York and Boston Despatch Com- 
pany rate. Itis not enough. There 
are regular express teams on the road 
between Boston and Quincy which 
charge for collection, hauling and de- 
livery, from 10 cts. to 20 cts. per cwt., 
according to quantity. They collect 
and deliver packages up to 50 lbs. for 
15 cts. It would be uowise to give the 
Old Colony Street Kailway Company a 
free hand in this matter. The danger 
of future control by the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad Com- 
pany is too great. 

In our judgment this question of rates 
is the most vital one to be dealt with 
and it is of the utmost importance that 
it should be settled before and not after 
the franchise bas been granted. 

It should be stated that the City can- 
not legally make it a condition or part 
of the order to specify or limit rates. 
But, on the other hand, itis perfectly 
proper, and a common sense precaution, 
to discuss the question with the Old 
Colony Street Railway Company and 
tind out before the franchise is granted 
precisely what rates and service they 
propose to give Quincy in return for 
this free and exceedingly valuable frar- 
chise. The schedule of rates should 
be divided into three classes: 

A Transportation.

In some places where the delivery of 
express parcels bas not been definitely 
agreed upon, the railway company has 
simply established stations for the re- 
ceipt of freight and the consignee is 
compelled to call at these stations for 
his goods. The present order provides 
that stations shall be established in 
different parts of Quincy. We note the 
absence of any definite time for the es- 
tablishment of the stations and of any 
provision for delivery in Quincy. 

The shipment of freight and express 
over trolley lines is as yet in an experi- 
mental stage; therefore we consider the 
sixth restriction in the Council’s order, 
limiting the franchise to a term of five 
years, most important. Such a re- 
stricting bas been approved by the 
Railroad Commissioners. We suggest, 
however, that this provision should be

revocation by the City Council, with 
thea val of the of Railroad 
Commissioners, when it shall appear, 
after due notice to said company and a

With the question of time limit and 
rates disposed of, we believe that the 
company should be encouraged. They 


should be hampered and restricted as 
little'as possible so as to allow the 
development of the system along useful 
efficient lines, consistent with the best 
interest of all the pzople and with the 
passenger traffic. 

Our investigation as to whether 
passenger service was impaired where 
the electric express cars were run, dis- 
closed no complaints whatsoever. On 
lines where the running schedule is 
much closer than the lines ranuing into 
Quincy the express cars were run out 
of the way of the passenger cars. 

We see no good reason to restrict the 
running time to 10 o’clock P. M. so 
long as passenger cars are permitted to 
operate later. We suggest that the time 
be changed to 12 o'clock midnight. 

In the last provision in the Council's 
order the words ‘‘deemed by said Com- 
pany’’ should be eliminated. There 
are other authorities than the railway 
company who may become interested in 
definiog what is dangerous, for in- 
étance, the Vity Council or the Railroad 
Comtnissioners. : 

The different orders provide for rights 
over all the streets in which tracks 
have been built, to which there does 
not appear to be avy objection; but 
order number 157 contains these words 
‘tand over and along such other streets 
therein as may more effectually carry 
out the parposes contemplated by this 
petition’? to which there is decided 
objection. The words quoted should 
be eliminated. 

For obvious reasons we also suggest 
restrictions along the following lines: 

This grant is made upon condition 
that if said company sball sell, lease or 
assign its property or locations in 
Quincy, or combine with any other 
persons, firm or corporations except 
by periodical agreements not covering 
more than one year, fur the purpose of 
connecting with otber freight lines, the 
result of which would be to materially 
lesson the freight ur express facilities, 
or whereby competition is curtailed or 
destroyed io the transportation facilities 
enjoyed by the people of Quincy, then 
this grant shall become void. 

Also: All rights herein or hereafter 
granted are conferred on the express 
condition that privileges arising there- 
from shall not operate in any way to 
enhance the value of properties, good 
will or equities, or be considered as an 
asset thereof in tbe appraisal of its 
ownersbip in Quincy, in the event that 
said City shall ever acquire by purchase 
or otherwise any or all of said com- 
pany’s rights or equities whatsoever. 

As to the question of requiring a cash 
payment for franchise, we are advised 
by the Railroad Commissioners that 
this cannot be legally done under the 
present law; that such payment could 
be capitalized and higher freight rates 
based thereon; that the theory of free 
franchises is that the surplus over and 
above reasonable interest rates on 
bonds and dividends on stock should be 
devoted to the best possible service 
and the lowest rates. In view of this 
position of the Railroad Commissioners, 
and inasmuch as the franchise is to be 
limited to a term of five years, we be- 
lieve that it would be unwise, at 
present, to attempt to impose a condi- 
tion, possibly illegal under the present 
law, and which in any event would not 
be approved by the Railroad Commis- 
sioners. 

It might be well to state here that 
the electric express lines in the City of 
Detroit pay the city fifty cents for each 
loaded express car. ‘There is now 
pending before the Council of that city 
an order increasing the charge to 3 per 
cent of the gross receipts from the 
express business. 

For the benefit of those who may 
desire to know the law under which the 
Old Colony Street Railway Company is 
petitioning for a franchise in Quincy, 
we quote Chapter 202 of the Acts of 
1903 as amended by Chapter 441 of the 
Acts of 1901: 

‘*Street Railway Companies are here- 
by authorized to act as common carriers 
of baggage and freight in such cases, 
upon such parts of their railways and to 
such extent in any city or town as after 
public notice and a hearing on the peti- 
tion of the company or any interested 
party, the Board of Aldermen or the 
Selectmen or those exercising the pow- 
ers of such boards or of selectmen in 
such city or town shall by order ap- 
prove, provided however thata company 
shall actually engage in the business of 
a common carrier under authority of 
this act only in such of the cases, upon 
such parts of its railway, and toso much 
of the extent, approved as aforesaid, as 
the board of railroad commissioners 
shall certify, after public notice and a 
hearing upon the petition of the com- 
pany or any interested party, that public 
necessity and convenience require: and 
provided, further, that any company 
acting under anthority hereof shall be 
subject to such regulations and restric- 
tions as may from time to time be made 
by the local authorities aforesaid, with 
the approval of the board of railroad 
commissioners, and shall also be subject 
to the provisions of all laws now or here- 
after in force relating to common car- 
riers so far as they shall be consistent 
herewith and with said regulations and 
restrictions, *’

SUPPLEMENTARY. 
To the Board of Directors of the Citizens’ 
Association. 

Gentlemen:—This supplementary re- 
port on the subject of Electric Express 
is in pursuance of your request that we 
find out from the officials of the Old 
Colony Street Railway Company pre- 
cisely what rates and service they pro- 
puse to give Quincy. We were unable 
to obtain any satisfaction on these vital 
points, The officials simply said that 
they would necessarily have to give 
good service and make competitive 
rates in order to get the business. They 
positively declined to commit them- 
selves definitely. 

We have already pointed out that a 
thirty cent per hundred weight rate 
would be fifteen per cent less than the 
present rate of the New York & Boston 
Dispatch Express Company, which, with 
better service, would command a pre- 
ference; but it would still leave the 
question of better service indefinite and 
the rate not as low as we are entitled 
to. The officials say they need more 
experience before making rates, but in 
our judgment, this is merely an excuse 
because they are now operating beyond 
Brockton under a freight manager who 
has had five years,experience as manager 
of an electric express company in New 
York State. 

We therefore renew our recommen- 
dations and urge most earnestly that no 
freight franchise be granted to the Old 
Colony Street Railway Company until 
definite assurances have been obtained 
as to satisfactory rates and service.

Letter from the Capital. 


Washington, Sept. 17, 1906, 

Compositors at the Government 
Bureau of Printing are struggling with 
the three hundred words in the re- 
formed spelling ordered by the Presi- 
dent and are painfully unlearving to 
spell the ones which many of them 
were originally thrashed into learning. 
After many years eff prt they had learned 
to recognize and differentiate ‘‘thor- 
ough’’ and ‘‘through’’ ata glance and 
the sequence of ‘‘e, i” in such words 
as ‘‘their’’ and ‘‘friend’’ bad become 
mechanical with them and now at 
fell swoop this part of their education 
is undone and ata time when learning 
new tricks is a serious matter they are 
compelled to take to the spelling book 
again. The lamentations are loud aod 
deep but tbe order of Public Printer 
Stillings following the direction of the 
President that all government docu- 
ments shall be spelled after the new 
phonetic method has gone into effect 
and each compositor is supplied with a 
spelling book which he is supposed to 
put in his spare time studying. If after 
a certain period of experimentation it 
shall be found that the pew spelling 
does not meet with popular approval 
the old fashioned way may _ be 
re-adopted and it will then be strange 


one 


indeed if such confusion does not lead 
to even another system all of the 
printer's own. 

Brig. Gev. William 5S, McCaskey 


commanding the Southern Division of 
the Army has just sent in his annual 
report to the War Department and has 
furnished material for discussion in re- 
gard to instruction camps and extended 
marches, The recent orders, he says 
relative to long marches in the infantry 
service will have serious and disastrous 
effect on re-enlistments. Writing of it 
he says, ‘‘I am of the opinion that 
camps of instruction as now conducted 
are too long in duration. Three weeks 
in camp sbould be sufficient, Marches 
should be less than 100 miles and apy- 
thing beyond this is unnecessary and 
is disapproved by the majority of 
officers and men whom I have inter- 
viewed op the subject.’’ 

Moved by the long delays and the 
just complaints of fully ten thousand 
inventors the Commissioner of Patents 
has at length taken the step that he 
should have taken twelve or eighteen 
months ago in issuing an order that the 
one hundred and thirty expert examiners 
under him shall continue to work until 
five o’cluck P. M., until the examina- 
tion of applications for patent sball be 
brought up to date, As it is now the 
work in a number of divisions is ten 
months behind and this means that an 
inventor on presenting his invention to 
the Patent Office must in some classes 
of invention wait ten months before it 
is taken up by the office for examina- 
tion. This however, is far from saying 
that his application for patent will be 
allowed in ten months for the first 
action by the patent office on an appli- 
cation for patent is in very rare in- 
stances perhaps not in one case in a 
hundred, an allowance; the allowance 
insuch case may not take place for 
from three mouths to a year after the 
first action. The condition in the 
Patent Office has been altogether inex- 
cusable and the dilatoriness there, is in 
the main the fault of the Commissioner 
of Patents, 

It is refreshing to turn from negli- 
gence and dilatoriness in the Patent 
office to improved work and greater 
economy in the Pension Office. Hon. 
Vespasian Warner the present Com- 
miesioner of Pensions has turned into 
the Treasury an unexpended balance of 
over two hundred thousand dollars. It 
is the custom of public officials to spend 
all the money appropriated by Congress 
and then toask for more which Con- 
gress usually supplies by a deticiency 
bill. Whenthe Commissioner handed 
back this snug surplus for his appro- 
priation half the clerks in the Treasury 
Department almost fell off their seats 
and the matter was subject of gossip, 
controversy and criticism for half a day.

Face on American Cent. 


Mrs. Sarah Longacre Keen, who re- 
cently died in Philadelphia, comes 
nearer being the queen of the American 
mint than any other woman who ever 
lived. With the exception of Queen 
Victoria, whose image was engraved 
op every coio of the British and Indian 
empires, Mrs. Keen comes next highest 
in the number of her metal photo- 
graphs, says the Detroit News-Tribune. 
Her face asa girl of 12 summers is to 
be seen on every American cent issued 
since 1836 from Uncio Sam’s coin fac- 
tory. 

It is usually assumed that the face 
on the head side of the copper is that 
of an Indian. Buta close look will 
reveal a Saxon profile. Just borrow a 
cent and look atit. The setting is that 
of an Indian. 

Between 1823 and 1840 James Barton 
Longacre was chief evgraver in the 
United States Mint in Philadelphia. 
In 1835 a competition was opened for 
sketches aud engravings for the new 
copper cent that was to be issued, and 
which has since been in service. There 
were over a thousand designs offered. 
The prizs wasa good one. Longacre 
racked his brain for some original and 
singular desigo that would strike the 
judges, but for months he failed to 
satisfy himself. 

One morning a number of Indiaus 
with their chief, who had been to pay 
their respects to the great white chief 
in Washington, came to the city and 
were shown through the mint. They 
to the white chief's 
picture who was just then 
showing his young daughter Sarah the 
great concern, ‘The old chief was at- 
tracted by the sweet-faced maiden and 
her interest iu his feathers and paint. 
She childishly wondered how she would 
look in that wild headgear. This was 
told the chief, who solemnly divested 
himself of his feathers and bad them 
placed on the girl’s head, The effect 
was so striking that the father took 
time to make a sketch of the picture, 
finishing it afterward for his own 
amusement. 

At the last moment of the period 
given for sending in eogravings he 
bethought himself of the possibility of 
the combination of Indian feathers and 
Saxon sweetness. He got it in; and 
much sport was made of the child 
at the time in the city because of the 
incident. The sketch passed through 
the seventh sifting and finally reached 
the last round. By one vote it won; 
and ever since Sarah Longacre’s young 
face has served for the humblest of 
coins, than which no single coin in the 
world has such tremendous circulation.

On leaving Toronto we enjoyed a sail 
down the St. Liwrence river, one of 
the finest trips on the continent. We 
boarded the Toronto, one of the lirgest 
and best steamers of tue Kichelivu and 
Ontario Navigation Company and en- 
joyed the trip through the ‘1000 
islands. ’’ 

The mighty river, of course you 
know is the outflow of the chain of 
great lakes to the ocean, starting from 
the foot of lake Ontario near whicb 
Kingston is situated, we were soon 
among the islands and then begap a 
panorama some fifty miles in length, of 
unfolding beauty, at which we gazed at 
times in almost spell-bound admiration. 
Many of the islands are owned by 
wealthy people who bave built fine resi- 
dences on them and laid out tasteful 
grounds, 

On every side there is evidence of 
wealth in the grand castles and man- 
sions which have been erected upon 
these beautiful islands, Some how- 
ever, bave been retained for park pur- 
poses and a large number of tents in- 
dicate that the campers have some 
privileges. It is said the government 
has retained a number of islands for use 
of the common people. 

The Thousand Islands are readily 
accessible to a large population and 
are it is said the playground of all of 
200,000 people who come here every 
summer to recreate and rest; to sport 
immaculate clothing, to dance, to dine, 
engage in sports of various kinds and to 
boat, fish and bathe. 

There are in all 1602 islands by actual 
count, varying in size from little 
sockets up to extensive areas of fertile 
land crowned with natural forest, or 
improved by art in climbing terraces, 
wide closely shaven lawns, varieties of 
shrubbery and parterres of flowers, 
while winding gravelled walks lead from 
landings at which pretty yachts gay with 
buating lie moored, to spacious man- 
sions of tasteful architecture, from 
whose broad and sheltering verandas 
my be viewed au archipelago of en- 
chantment unsurpassed in aoy country 
of the world, 

There are sinuous passages among 
all these charming islets, and pretty vis- 
tas are continually opening to add to 
the beauties nearer at hand. The deep 
channel which our boat has to take, is 
mainly onthe American side, and the 
river bank is as attractive with its floe 
country seats, villages with handsome 
hotels and places of recreation, as are 
the privately owned islands scattered 
thickly in the grandly flowing water- 
way. 

On arriving at Prescott a town of 
about 4000 population, named after 
General Prescott, nearly opposite the 
city of Ogdensburg, N. Y., the pas- 
sengers changed from the large lake 
steamer to a small one named Prescott, 
which runs through the rapids to 
Montreal. 

The rapids begin a few miles below 
Ogdensburg on the American side of the 
channel,and the first passage is through 
the Galops. We next enter the Du Plat 
Rapids and the jong Sault, which ex- 
tends for nine miles until the town of 
Cornwall is reached. These rapids give 
but a foretaste of the exciting features 
of the trip further down the stream. 

The ‘‘shooting of the rapids’? is a 
pleasure which is both novel and vent- 
uresome. The peculiar sensation which 
one making the trip experiences when 
the steamer, with steam almost shut 
oft, glides from shelf to shelf of rock 
through those foaming waters which 
dash on all sides, is one never to be 
forgotten. Hidden but a few feet under 
the surface lie the most treacherous 
boulders, which only the best of skilled 
pilutscan avoid. The captain remains 
at his post and three menare io the 
pilot bouse directing affairs. The 
steamer is carried along at a speed of 
twenty miles an hour by sheer force of 
current, and each onward plunge

Waltham, a city which was larger 
than Quincy in 1895, has only 3192 
children enrulled in its public schools, 
where Quincy has 5400. The Waltham 
High school has but 438 while Quincy 
bas over 700. 


Only two wards of Boston gave Ed- 
ward B, Callender, the Republican can- 
date for Congress, a larger vote than 
Quincy. The fact that Mr. Callender 
received nearly as many yotes in the 
district as the combined vote of his two 
nearest rivuls, shows him to be a strong 
candidate, 


The tariff laws are not high enough 
to check the importation of foreign 
granite in large quantities. The im- 
ports at Boston in one day this week 
included : 69 cases of granite to Jones 
Bros. from Manchester, Eog., 35 cases 
of granite to H. & A. Allan from Glas- 
gow, and 12 cases of granite to the Ab- 
erdeen Granite Co., alsu from Glasgow; 
a total of 116 cases. 


The chances of J. H. Cunningham of 
this city being re-elected County 
Treasurer were greatly improved when 
the Humphery delegation were defeated 
at Brookline. Both sides admitted that 
the balance of the county would be 
close and that Brookline would decide, 
With the support of the largest towns 
like Quincy, Brookline and Weymouth, 
Mr. Cunningham will certainly make a 
good showing in the convention. The 
convention is entitled to 101 delegates, 
and 51 will be necessary for a chvuice. 
Mr. Cunningbam is confident of suc- 
cess. 


Had Milton adoptcd the joint caucus 
act, it would have been free from the 
riotous times at the Democratic caucus. 
Tbe date for the Democratic caucuses 
throughout the state was Wednesday, 
Sept. 26, except where the joint caucus 
act was in effect; there they were held 
on Tuesday, Sept. 25, as in Quiney and 
Boston, All other parts of the Tenth 
Congressional district had heid their 
Democratic caucuses and O'Connell 
was leading Logan but 279 votes. Had 
Logan caught O’Connell napping, he 
might have wiped out this plurality in 
Milton. But it was O'Connell who was 
alert in Milton and succeeded in find- 
ing 176 Democrats there, thereby in- 
creasing his plurality 130. 

Had Quincy not been onder the joint 
caucusact there would also have been ri- 
otous times at ward caucuses in this city 
Tuesday night. Scores of South Boston 
politicians would bave been ruaning af- 
fairs at the polling places. A city with 
over 5000 voters would have offered them 
a much better field than the little town 
of Milton. They would probably have 
Zot out 1500 or 2000 voters at the 
Democratic caucuses. It was one of the 
times when Quincy can congratulate it- 
self that it adopted the joint caucus act, 
and refused to reconsider the vote.

Among the most practical of the 
things that are being done for the com- 
fort of the citizens of San Francisco is 
the commencement of the building of 
five thousand cottages on the public 
squares. These cottages are portable 
and will consist of two and three rooms. 
The cottages are being built chiefly for 
the people who now live in tents in the 
public parks. When these people are 
taken care of, ifthere are any cottages 
left, they will be given out to people 
who lost their homes by the fire. It 
has been arranged that the cottages are 
tu be ready for occupancy by November. 
A nominal rental will be charged for 
the cottages, $4 a month for a two- 
room and $6 a month for a three-room, 


—The secretary of the Missouri State 
Board of Agriculture says that if two 
kernels of corn were added to each ear 
of corn raised in that state last year 
over $200,000 would have been added to 
the value of the crop. One can bardly 
realize it, but it shows the value of 
small things in the agricultural world. 

—It has just come to the knowledge 
of the Massachusetts Association for the 
Relief of California that a carload of 
Boston baked beans which were shipped 
to the stricken city of San Francisco, 
shortly after the disaster never reached 
their destination, that is, officially as a 
donation from Boston. It is probable, 
however, that they did arrive and were 
used without the commissaries knowing 
exactly where they had come from. 

—Boston’s net debt has increased 
more than $3,000,000 this year, but of 
course it wouldn’t be just to blame all 
of that on Mayor Fitsgerald’s bigger, 
better, busier, administration. —-Somer- 
ville Journal, 


—Great credit is due to the Pennsyl- 
yania Railroad Company for its deter- 
mination to build itsfuture passenger 
cars of steel. We understand that the 
first order for the passenger-car equip- 
ment to be used in the Hudson River 
tunnels and the new Manhattan and 
Long Island stations is to be of steel 
thronghout, and that one thousand of 
the pew cars are to be ready As Soon ss 
the tunnels and station are completed. 
The Pullman Company is now construct~ 
ing the first all-steel sleeper car, which 
if it gives satisfaction, will be followed 
by five hundred Pullmans of similar de- 
sigo. Inside and out, the lining will 
consist principally of steel plating, and 
no wood or ipflamable material what- 
ever will be used except for the top of 
the seat arms, where it has been intro- 
duced for the comfort of the passengers,

In some six 
hundred buildings now in course of 
erection in New York city alone con- 
crete has been substituted for brick, 
partly because brick was so high in 
price, and partly because concrete can 
be made ata considerably smaller labor 
cost. There is no doubt that properly 
made concrete isan excellent building 
material for some structures, and that 
in appearance it can be made exceed- 
ingly attractive.

October Magazines. 


There is an element of novelty, often 
amounting to surprise, in the contents 
of the October * Century.*’ The article 
on ‘‘ The Human Side of the Czar’’ is, 
perhaps, of most general interest. This 
is a personal narrative, by Mrs. Amalia 
Kussner Coudert, of her experiences in 
the palace while painting the portrait of 
the Russian Emperor—the political char- 
acter of the world now most in the 
public eye. 

There is plenty of fiction in the num- 
ber: the third instalment of A. E. W. 
Mason's strong serial, ‘‘Raunuing Wa- 
ter;"’ and the merry conclusion of Anne 
Warner's rollicking story of travel, 
*‘Seeing France with Uocle John.’’ The 
The editorial articles protest against the 
resort t> violence ‘in labor troubles; 
consider ‘‘How to Aid American Art,”’ 
appealing to protectionists to support 
the movement for free art, as being dis- 
connected with the general tariff ques- 
tion. 

Lippincott’s October number opens 
with its usual complete novel which, it 
will be remembered, was a strong fea- 
ture with this magazine long before 
other periodicals discovered its value. 
Its author, Alma Martin Estabrook, is a 
healthy-minded young woman who gaily 
acknowledges that she ‘‘writes in broad 
daylight after substantial breakfasts.’’ 
The promise of spice, which is implied 
in the words ‘‘Lips that were Sealed,’’ 
is amply fulfilled in this story of men 
avd women of to-day. The author's 
types are vigorous and fresh; besides, 
she has ‘‘pretty wit’’ all herowp. Alto- 
gether Miss Estabrook has produced 
that which may be read in an evening 
and remembered for a lifetime’*’ 

The Qctober ‘‘ St. Nicholas’’ brings 
the first of a series of fairy tales by that 
most popular of writers, Mrs, Frances 
Hodgson Burnett; and a charming con- 
ceit, isthe tale of ‘‘ The Troubles ef 
Queen Silver-Bell.*’ Silver-Bell, Queen 
of the Fairies, becomes distressed over 
the growing lack of faith in fairy magic 
and goes to Dormonse foradvice. They 
decide that Queen Silver-Bell’s ‘‘ A- 
manu-en-sis’’ shall write a number of 
books telling about the Fairies and their 
doings, that there may be general belief 
in Fairies again. 

McClure’s for October is full of keen, 
vigorous articles and delightful fiction. 
First of all comes Lincoln Steffens’ 
masterly study of the Juvenile Court of 
Denver, witb its plcturesque stories of 
‘*bad kids,” and its vivid, human 
portraiture of Judge Lindsey, the man 
who has created a new method of deal- 
ing with javenile offenders.
